A GALA DAY IN WASHING. 
TON SOCIETY. 

THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF HIS 

CABINET KEEPING OPEN HOUSE FOR 

ALL IN OFFICIAL AND OTHER CIRCLES. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—President Harrison’s 
first New Year’s reception at the White House 
was a brilliant but sparsely attended one. The 
Weather was bad, a lowering sky and a drizzle 
discouraging pedestrians. The diplomatic 
corps, the International Conference, the Mart- 
time Conference, and the army and navy con- 
tributed a large share of the throng and of the 
brilliancy, the foreign representatives obeying 
the officiel injunction to appear with all the 
decorations and orders to which they are en- 
titled. Senators and Representatives, official 
persons and ordinary citizens, were not present 
in as large numbers as usual 

The reception was one of the slimmest ever 
held in the White House. Outside the gates the 
number of citizens awaiting admission was so 
small that the police found no ditlculiy in 
keeping the gates free of access for the car- 
riages, which began to arrive as early as 10 
o'clock, although the reception did not begin 
until 11 o’clocs. 

Within doors the aspect of things was much 
more cheerful. In the East Room the mantles 
were filled with pots of foliage plants, while in 
the niches and corners of the apartment were 
tail palms. Before the large tripie window, ou 
the east side, wae an effective arrangement of 
tall tropical plants, among which gieamed the 
brilliant leaves of the soariet poinsetta. In the 
Biue Room, where the reception was held, the 
decorations were elaborate. 

At1l o’clock the inner corridor was more 
than half filled, when the Marine Band struck 
up ‘*Huil to the Chief” and the receiving party 
descended the stairway. The President and 
Mrs. McKee led, followed by the Vice President 
and Mrs. Morton, Secretary Blaine and Mrs. 
Stephen B. Elkins, Secretary of the ‘treasury 
Windom anit Mrs. Windom, the Attorney General 
and Mrs. Miller, the Postmaster General and Mrs. 
Wanamaker, the Secretary of the Navy and 
Mrs. Tracy, the Secretary of the Interior and 
Mrs. Noble, the Secretary of Agriculture and 
Mrs. Rusk, the Secretary of War with his niece, 
Mrs, A. B. Carey, and Mrs, John A. Logan. The 
Jadies carried bouquets of white hyucinuths and 
clove pinks, with the exception of Mrs, McKee, 
who carried a loose cluster of American Beauty 
roses. The party took placesin the Blue Room, 

Mrs. McKee’s gown Was @& Dandsome one of 
white poulte de sole, with full piaited front of 
embroidered mousseline de soie. The bodice 
was cut square neck, with vest of mousseline 
de sote, laid in fine plaitS and filled in witb 
lace. The elbow sleeves were made mutton- 
leg fashion and finished at the edge with bands 
of mousseline de soie, 

Mrs. Morton stood next in line, and wore an 
elegaut gown of steel gray satin, to which the 
court train was set o0 with revers of the same, 
lined with rose-pink satin. The front of the 
gown was slashed over a deep fan of pink satin, 
which showed under acascade of jet with every 
movement of the wearer. On either 
side of this panels were outlined with 
steel and jet passementeric which, beginning 
at the waist line, extended to within a foot and 
a half of the bottom, where they were finished 
with smali bows of gray satin, lined with pink, 
which also held in place a deep flounce of Diack 
thread lace. The bodice was cut slightly V 
shape, back and front, the bosom outlined with 
folds of pink crépe lisse, finished with a tiny 
bow of the same at the top of the vest 
of steel and jet pendants. The elbow sleeves 
were ornamented with three crescent-shaped 
pieces of passementerie. A collar with pend- 
aunts of diamonds was fastened close about the 
throat. ; 

Mrs. Biaine was not present, owing to the 
recent death of ber sister, nor was she repre- 
sented iv the line of the receiving party. 

Mrs. Windom wore a court train of plum- 
coior vekvet, with hignh-pufted sleeves and front 
of pearl satin, brocaded with clusters of wis- 
taria in the natural colors. Diamond orna- 
ments*were worn at the throat and in the iace 
of the V-neck vorsage. 

Mrs. Miller, wife “of the Attorney General, 
stood next in line and wore a gown of dark 
pansy velvet, with front pig f and the left 
side of the corsage of brocade a lighter shade; 
diamond ornaments. 

Mrs. Wanamaker stood next to Mrs. Miller, 
and wore & gownjof stene-gray velvet, brocaded 
on @ groundwork of white satin, with court train 
of plain gray Velvet. The bouice was cut square 
neck and finished with a fall of point lace, 
fastened here and there with diamoud pina. 

Mrs. Noble wore a train gown of ruby velvet, 
with low-neck corsage, tinished with point lace. 

Mrs. Tracy stood last but one in line, and 
wore a gown of heliotrope satin, with broad 
stripes of white brocaded in silver. 

Mrs. Rusk’s gown was of saze green faille and 
lighter brocade, with point luce about the 
square neck.

Mrs. Harrison’s father, Dr. Scott, descended 
from the upper corridor a few moments in ad- 
vance of the President, and escorted the young 
daughter of the Attorney General into the Blue 
Room, where he remained until the olose of the 
reception, seated on a sofa just bebind Mrs. 
McKee. 

At 11 o’olock the diplomatic corps, which 
had assembled in the Red Parlor, entered, head- 
ed by Baron Fava, the Italian Minister, as 
Dean of the a who, with Mr. Fenner Lee, 
chief clerk ot the State Department, made the 
introductions. Major Ernst, United States 
Army, made ail the introductions after the 
diplomatic corps had been presented, 

The ladies of the Corps Wore handsome calling 
costumes, while the diplomats were resplendent 
in the full glory of their Court dress. 

The members of the International Conference, 
the members of the International Marine Con- 
ference, headed by Rear Admiral Franklin, and 
the members of the Venezuelan Claims Com- 
mission were then received. 

At 11:45 the Chiet Justice appeared, attended 
by the Asgooiate Justices of the Supreme Court, 
the Judges of the United States Court of Claims, 
and the Judges of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia. 

Later on came tho officers of the army, navy, 
and Marine om oe the Regents and Secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, the Civil Serv- 
ice Commissionera, the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, the department officers, veterans 
of the war of 1846, the Grand Army of the 
Repablio, the Loyal Legion, and the members 
of the Oldest Inbabitants’ Association of the 
District of Columbia. 





At 12 o’clock the diplomatic corps quitted 
the White House and drove to the residence on 
Lafayette-square of the Secretary of State. 


This is the’ historic old Seward mansion, which 
has been thoroughly renovated and modernized 
throughout. Mr. Walker Blaine made the intro- 
duotion to the Secretary of State, assisted by 
Mr. Fenner Lee and Mr. Adee of the State De- 
partment Miss Hattie Blaine, in the absence 
of her mother and sister, did the honors of the 
house, in a gown of rose pink China crépe, made 
with a few effective drapings. Next to Miss 
Blaine stood her sister-in-law, Mrs. Emmons 
Biaine. Miss Simpkins of New-York stood next 
to tne Secretary of State. Mrs. Jobn King of 
Philadelphia was ajso of the receiving party, 

The guests having all assembled, the Secretary 
of State led the way to the breakfast, on the 
first floor, escorting Mme. Romero, who, iu the 
absence of Baroness Fava, is the first lady of 
the diplomatic corps. Mme. Roiero wore an 
imported visiting costume of seal-brown failie, 
with close*titting jacket of jet. The bonnet of 
brown velvet was ornamented witb a small sow 
of turquois-blue veivet, with strings the same 
color. Minister Romero escorted Mrs, Emmons 
Blaine, after wifom Mr. Emmons Blaine walked 
with Mme. Guzman, wife of the Nicaraguan 
Minister. Baron Fava escorted Mise Hattie 
Blaine. Baron de Struve, the Russian Minister, 
escorted Miss Simpkins, and M. Roustan, the 
Frenoh Minister, walked with Mrs. King. 

Sir Julian and Lady Pauncefote were present, 
the latter in brovze green velvet and brocade. 
Miss Pauncefote wore bronze green silk. Mrs. 
Michael Herbert, wife of the Secretary of tho 
British Legation, wore French gray failie and 
black thread lace; Miss Wilson of New-York, 
her sister, pixeon Kray cloth, with trimmings of 
sable ana silver braid. 

By far the most notable, though by no means 
the richest, costumes worn by the ladies of the 
corps were those donned by the wives of the 
Corean Secretaries, who, resplendent in every 

rigmatic hue, looked upon the day’s proceed- 

nes with analloyed delight and gazed out at the 





world generally with their small eyes brim- 
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ming over with happiness. When the two 
fantastically-attired little oreatures entered 
w their liege Jords and masters, 
each grasped tightly in the left band a 
handkerchief, folded to the smallest square 
imaginable, with which from time to time they 
carefully wiped the corners of their mouths, 
for no apparent reason whatever other than 
the pleasure of using the piece of linen as a 
step on the road to civilization. The little wo- 
men have also mastered the art of eating Ameri- 
can food, and did their share this morning 
toward diminishing the good things with which 
the table was filled. 


The Vice-President and Mrs. Morton left the 
White House at 11:45 o’clock in order to have 
everything in readiness for their reception, 


which was the most brilliant of the day. It 
was appropriately opened by the reception of 
the §diplomatic foorps, who attended in a body 
at the conclusion ot the breakfast given them 
by the Secretary of State. The presentation 
was made by Secretary Blaine. 

The residence of the Vice President was to- 
day first thrown open to the public. It present- 
ed a beautiful appearance. The prevailing 
tones of the spacious entrance hall are white 
and gold, with mastic-tinted walls, on which, 
here and there, above a gilded picture frame, 
showed glimpses of Christmas holly and mistle- 
toe. From the centre of the hallway rises a broad 
stairway, painted a soft cream white, with 
carved balustrade and newel posts. 

After laying aside their wraps in the room at 
the left of the entrance—used ordinarily as the 
private office of the Vice President—the callers 
passed to the magnificently-furnished salon 
where Mr. and Mra. Morton stood to receive. 
Here the walls are hung in satin damask of a 
delicate shade of blue, taken from their Paris 
residence. The furniture throughout the apart- 
ment is upholstered in yellow satin damask. 
On the walls are two immense mirrors of French 
plate glass, with broad, receding frames of 
beveled glass and openwork gilt. The hangings 
and carpets throughout the apartments on the 
first floor of the mansion were made to order in 
Paris during Mrs. Morton’s stay there in the 
early Summer. The chairs in the livrary are of 
dark oak, intricately carved, and emblazoned 
onthe back with the monogram and crest of the 
Vice President. 

The ladies asked to assist Mrs, Morton in re- 
ceiving were the Vice-President’s sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Hobson, Mrs. Berdan, Baroness Schonberg, 
daughter of Mr. Samuel Ward of New-York, 
Mrs. Kearney Warren, Mrs. Cabot Lodge, Mrs. 
Senator Hale, Mra. John King of Philadelphia, 
Mrs. Auson G., McCook, Mrs. Hazen, Mrs. Wash- 
ington McLean, Miss Nellie Hunt, Miss Rachel 
Cameron, and Miss Adams of Boston. 


At the residence of the Secretary of War Mrs. 
Proctor was unable to be present at the recep- 
tion, owing to the extremely delicate state of 


her health, and in her absence the duties of 
hostess devolved upon the Secretary’s niece, 
Mrs. A. B, Carey, wife of Capt. Carey, United 
States Army. 

Mrs. Carey wore black faille, with trimmings 
of black and white lace. The bodice was cut 
Slightly V shape, back and front, with trim- 
tmoings of jet. iss Proctor’s gown was of white 
China crépe, nade with full skirts, trimmed 
half way up With rows of narrow white moire 
ribbon. The bodice was in soft folds, gathered 
in at the waist with a moire belt and open work 
silver buckle, The other ladies of the receiving 
party were Mrs. Rochester, wife of Gen. Roch- 
ester, United States Army; Mra. S. P, Lee, 
wite ot Col. Lee, United States Army, retired; 
Miss Breckinridge, Miss Frank, Miss Mamie 
Eastenay, and Miss Nannie Kelly, danghter of 
Judge Kelly of Oregon. The presentation of 
army officers was made by Gen. Schofield. 


The Secretary of the Navy and Mrs, Tracy, in 
receiving the officers of the navy and those who 
called during the day, were at home to visitors 


for the first time since the inauguration. Their 
house, which for many months past has been in 
the hands of workmen, to-day showed no traces 
of the bustle and confusion in which for days 
the househola has been thrown. 

Secretary and Mrs. Tracy stood, to receive 
their callers, in the middle parlor, with Miss 
Tracy and Mra, Wilmerding near them. Mrs. 
Wilmerding’s gown was of white brocade, 
trimmed with point de Venice on the skirt and 
about the V-shaped corsage. 

The Other ladies of the receiving party were 
Mra. McCawley, wife of the Commandant of the 
Navy Yard; Mrs, Meade, wife of Capt. Meade, 
United States Navy; Mrs. Sicard, wife of Com- 
modore Sicard; Mrs. Fulton, wife of Paymaster 
General Fulton; Mrs. Browne, wife of Surgoon 
General Browne, United States Navy; Mrs.

Tne residence, on Massachusetts-avenue, of 
the Secretary of the Treasury and Mrs, Windom, 
was crowded after 2 o’clotk, when the first 


delegation of officials arrived, after paying their 
respects to the President. rs. Windom was 
assisted in receiving by her daughters, the 
Misses Florence and Ellen Windom—the latter 
one of the season’s débutantes—her daugbter-in- 
law, Mrs. W. D. Windom ot Boston, Miss Hutch- 
inson of Columbus, Obio, and Mrs. John W. 
Foster, wife of the ex-Minister to Spain. 


The Secretary of Agriculture and Mrs. Rusk 
remained at the White House until 1:30 o'clock, 
when, accompanied by their daughter, thoy 
left there, in order to be at home to receive the 
officiais of the agricultural and other depart- 
ments at 2 o’olock.

BALLOT RBFORM NEEDED. aye ROYAL PALACE BURNED 


MR. POWDERLY’S. ABLE PLEA FOR THE 
AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Jan, 1.—General Master 
Workman Powderly sounds the keynote of bal- 
lot reform for 1890 in a long and vigorous 
article on the Australian system of voting, pub- 
lished this afternoon. In answer to those who 


allege that tbe system is not American, Mr. 
Powderly says: 


‘*If we do take from the Old World a system which 
her experience haus shown to be the nearest to per- 
fection, 1t will stand to our credit fully as much as 
Ue taking of the bravest and best of the world with 
which to start out and maintain the Nation we are 
so justly proud of. Did we import nothing more 
hurtful than a just system of ballot reform, we 
should indeed be deserving of congratulation.” 


After explaining at length the practical work- 
ing of the Australian system and its benefits, 
Mr. Powderly asserts that 1t will absolutely 
abolish bribery and intimidation at the polls, 
and make the voter a free man. He adds: 


‘The resident of Scranton has only to travel back 
in memory to elections recently held to see men 
who occupied positions as Supsriutendents, tore- 
meu, and petty bosses iu the works around this city 
standing at the various polling places with boxes 
containing tickets under their arms. Under any 
other circumstances these men would hire some one 
else to carry the boxes, but the sight of some one 
else would not have such an effect on the work- 
men who were employed where these Superin- 
tendents, foremen, and bosses held sway. It is 
true that no vue can swear that workmen have 
been intluenced by these men, but every man who 
toils fur a living knows whatit is to stand in sight 
of his foreman and take a ballot from a ticket 
peddler wiho represents a party in opposition to the 
one in whose behait the foreman meerests himself. 
No law can or should be passed that would prevent 
@ Superintendent from peddling tickets, fur that 
would interfere with his rights as @ citizen, and as 
@ Consequence We are forced to sabmit to a system 
of esplonaye and inutimiaation that practically de- 
cides the Slection in favor vf the one superiutend- 
ent or foreman, and against the hundreds of citi- 
zeus Whose bread and batter depend on not 
crossing his will at tne polis, It is quite 
an easy matter to advise the workman to 
assert his independence at the polis and ignore the 
boss. Put yourself in the place otf a workwan who 
has a wife and five or six helpless children depeud- 
ing on him for support; look into the ceilar on that 
early morning in raw November ana count the 
number of burrels of flour, bushels of potatoes, or 
pounds of beef. Count the number of little feet that 
will require shoes duripg the Winter; sum up the 
expenses of the household, and then look into a 
pocketbook with nothing in it but the hope of the 
next pay day. Then walk up vefore the man who 
can at a word deprive you of the Chance to earn a 
dollar during the whole Winter und refuse to take 
the ticket he offers you. it is expecting too much 
of human nature to ask @ man io starve his chil- 
dren for the sake of his vote, and right here in 
Soranton meu have been discharged because they 
did not vote at the dictation of a petty boss, who 
exercised the right to peddle tickets us a silent in- 
timidator. Wha. is true of scranton ts true of 
evory other industrial centre in the United States.” 

Mr. Powdérly meets the objection urged 
against the system by those who say is will dis- 
frauchise the illiterate, and deglares that it will 
afford the man who cannot read greater security 
than he Gan possibiy receive under existing 
laws. He advocates the amendment of the 
Pennsylvania Coustitution in the interest of the 
reform, and urges the oltizens tO organize bal- 
lot-reform clubs, and pledge every candidate 
for the Legisluture to vote for the system, and 
refuse to enter any party caucus on the

‘MONTEVIDEO ONE OF THE LARGEST 


CITIES IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


MONTEVIDEO, Nov. 27.—The census taken on 
the 18th inst. gives a total population for the 
city of about 170,000 and of the department 
of 214,682. This forms ajlarge proportion of 
the total population of the republic, which is 
estimated at 700,000, and makes the capital 
cousiderably more than one-third the size of 
the neighboring capital of the Argentine Re- 


public, Buenos Ayres, and not far short of 
Santiago, the capital of Chili, which tho last 
returos placed at 204,000 inhabitants, 

The census has been taken with great precau- 
tions for accuracy, a preliminary count having 
been taken last mouth, house by house, in con- 
nection with the municipal census of buildings 
occupied, unoccupied, aud in course of coustruc- 
tion, and the two agree wonderfully. Duplica- 
tions have been avoided, It is believed, entirely, 
or nearly so, by the adoption tor the iirst time 
in America of the individual eystem, by whica 
every person capable of signing a paper or even 
of making hia mark js responsible fur his own 
return, and having signed or ufiixed his mark to 
one paper Will not do it a second time. 

In the last censusin Buenos Ayres the re- 
turn of population was largely augmented by 
masters 10cluding all their servants and enm- 
ployes 10 their return and a largé proportion of 
thoge thus included sending 1p & separate re- 
turn from their own domiciles. The last de- 

artmental census, in 1884, which was admit- 

edly imperfect, showeda population of 164,000 
inhabitants. 





THE MASSACRUSETIS LEGISLATURE. 

Boston, Jan. 1.—The Legislature of 1890 be- 
gan its session this morning at 11 o’clock with 
the usual ceremonies. There were many ab- 
sentees, owing, doubtless, to the prevailing 
epidemic. The attendance of spectators was 
not large, and was contined principally to per- 
sons having 1mmediate interest in the members, 

The organization of the two branches was 
effected without friction, and Is the same asin 
1889. with the exception of the Chaplaincy of 
the House and the Presidency of the Senate. 
H. H. Sprague was elected to the latter oltice, 
and the House will choose its Chaplain to- 
morrow. Speaker William E. Barrett was re- 
elected in the House, and Clergs Coolidge and 
McLaughlin, Sergeant at Arms Adams, and 
amen Dowse of the Senate again till those 
offices. 


RELIEF FOR KANSAS SUFFERERS,

ties. The cars are loaded with clothing and 
food, censisting of flour, meal, meat, and gro- 
ceries, which bave been collected from this and 
surrounding counties.

GREAT LOSS TO THE 

OF BELGIUM. 

HIS SUMMER RESIDENCE AT LAEKEN 
DESTROYED WITH MANY ART TREAS- 
URES—A GOVERNESS SUFFOCATED. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 1.—The royal palace at 
Laeken, a suburb of this city, has been nearly 
destroyed by fire. Princess Clementine, the 
daughter of the King, had a narrow escape from 
being burned to death. Her governess wasjsuf- 
focated. 

‘As soon as the fire was reported, the King 
aud Queen suspended the New Year’s Day re- 
ception and hastened thither. They witnessed 
the destruction of this magnificent pealaco, 
their usual Summer residence. It is said the 
fire was caused by a defective stove in the 


officers’ quarters. The loss is immense as to 
money valine and as to destruction of art treas- 
ures that cannot be replaced. 

At 10 P.M. the palace had the appearance of 
a& huge furnace, and there cume from it con- 
stant crashes andsvolcanic bursts of tlame and 
sparks a8 portions of timber, stone, or other 
masses of débris fellintothe tire. Tne heat was 
sO great as to prevent the approach of the small 
eT which at best could have done but 
ittle. 

The Queen’s apartments have suffered most. 
Much plate has been saved, but the valuable 
plotures, the Gobdelin tapestries, and the great 
library are all consumed. The extensive green- 
houses and stables are not touched. The King 
is very anxious about the statuary in the ro- 
tunda. There is little hope that any of itis 
saved. 

The only occupants of the palace at the time 
of the breaking out of the fire were the Princess 
Clementine, aged seventeen; a lady attendant 
and her governess, Prancourt. The governess, 
having escaped with the others, returned to the 
Princess’s apartments to secure some Valuables, 
and was suffocated there. The Queen is greatly 
grieved at her fate. Another poignant source 
of regret for her Majesty 1s that she loses by 
this tire interesting souvenirs, of her children, 
especially of ber son who died at the age of 
twelve. 

At nidnight there was areport that the fire 
was of incendiaty orixin, and that Drancourt, 
the viétim, perished while searching tor the 
Princess Clementine, whom she supposed to be 
still in the palace. 

All the private papers of the King and of 
Leopold I. und the Queen’s jewels were de- 
stroyed. Only the walis are now standing. 
he as of the governess has not yet been 
ound. 


KING 


The palace of Laeken was built in 1782 by 
the Austrian Princess Maria Christina, and 
later passed into the hands of the Archduke 
Charles. It is about three miles to the north- 
ward of Brussels, on the west bank of the 
Senne. Napoleon bought it in 1806 for 
500,000f. as a residence for the Empress 
Josephine, and in 1811 he lived there for some 
time with Maria Louisa. It was beneath its 
roof that he signed his fatal declaration of war 
with Russia. In 1812 he exchanged it for the 
Elysée Bourbon. It has since been the frequent 
residence of the King. Its gardens and parks 
were particularly fine. in the Laeken Ceme- 
tery Mme. Malibran was buried, beneath a tine 
marble statue by Gvefs,

ELIZABETH DEMOCRATS GET A NEW 
YEAR’S DAY SURPRISE. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Jan. 1.—The Elizabeth City 
Council for 1890 organized to-night by the elec- 
tion of ex-Judge Patrick H. Gilhooly, Democrat, 
as President, that gentleman receiving 14 
votes. W. R. Corbin, Republican, received 10. 
Cuunciiman Campbell, Democrat, bolted the 
caucus nominee for City Clerk, ex-Alderman 
James J. Manning, and voted for E. L, Cole- 
man, Republican. Four ballots were taken, 
each resulting in atie. An ineffectual attempt 
was aiso made to elect a Stresat Commissioner. 
Tbree ballots were taken, H. J. Stratemeyer, 
Democrat, received 9 votes, and Peter Houch, 
Republican, the same number. Five blanks 
were cast. The boit of Mr. Campbell complete- 
ly disconeerted the Democrats, who had the 
Slate fixed, as they thought, to capture all the 
city offices. 

Mayor-elect Rankin’s first message was read. 
Itis a vigorous document, deals largely with 
the city debt question, recommends that all 
railroad crossings be protected by gates, sug- 
gests thatthe streets at Elizabethport be im- 
proved, that an appropriation be obtained from 
Congress for the improvement of the Elizabeth 
River, that taxes be equalized, and that legisla- 
tion be applied for ut Trenton to abolish the 
twenty-four Councilmen act, and have instead 
@ bill enacted which shall divide Elizabeth into 
twelve wards, with only one Alderman to each. 

A motion was carried that a municipal debt 
committee be appointed, consisting of the 
Mayor, Controller, City Attorney, President of 
the Council, and three inembers of the board. 
The Council adjourned until next Tuesday, 
when another effort will be made to break the 


existing dead-lock over the appointment of city 
Officials. 





LONDON PAUPERS KILLED. 





TWENTY-SIX BOYS SUFFOCATED 
FIRE IN A CHARITY SCHOOL. 


LoNpDON, Jan. 1.—The boys’ section of the 
paupers’ school in the district of Forest Gate, 
inconnection with the Whitechapel and Poplar 
Unions, took fire last night while the inmates 
were asleep and was burned. Twenty-six of 
the boys who wercin the upper stories were 
suffoeated before they could be rescued. Fifty- 
eight other boys were safely taken from the 
burning building. Two of the matrons of the 
institution escaped in safety by sliding down 
the water pipes. Several of the boys escaped 
in the same way. The Superintendent of the 
school repeatedly rushed through the flames 
and brought outa number of the inmates. There 
were 600 persons in the institution. 

The bodies of those who were suffocated were 
carried to the main hall of the building, which 
was still pevencety decorated witn Christmas 
greens, The boys had retired lastevening in the 
highest spirits, having been promised presents 
and a New Year’s fate to-day. 

‘Tbe fire originated in a clothing room beneath 
the boys’ dormitory from an overheatod stove. 
The smoke and flames issuing from the stove 
flue atarmed those sleeping on the top floor, and 
they made their escape.

A DEAD-LOCK THREATENED. 





IOWA REPUBLICANS TALKING OF MAK-~ 
ING TROUBLE IN THE HOUSE. 

Des MoInes, Lowa, Jan. 1.—The House of the 
Legislature, which meets Jan. 13, is a tie, and 
the Republicans are making some threats of de- 
manding the Speaker of the House, claiming 
that unless this is granted thcy will prolong 
the dead-lock, and thus defer the inaugura- 
tion of the Democratic Governor. This 
threat will frighten nobody. It breathes 
a spirit of lawlessness and mutiny that 
will meet with little response from the 
people of Iowa. Horace Boles has been elected, 
and his right to take the office to which be has 
been choben is dependent upon no contingency 
whatsoever. If, however, an attempt is made 
to influence the organization of the House 
by consideratiocs relevant only to the 
inauguration of the Governor, the Democrats 
will answerg§ that Horace Boies can stand a 
postponement of the Gubernatorial inaugura- 
tion as well as William B. Allison can stand a 
postponement of the Senatorial election. 

Horace Boies is elected Governor, and his in- 
duction into office is a mere matter of time. 
William B. Allison is not yet elected Senator, 
and unless elected very soon he never will be. 
If anybody|is going to worry over a dead-lock, it 
will have to be Mr. Allison. The Democrats 
are entitled to organize the Heuas, but not be- 
cause of the Senatorial election. They will or- 
gauize it, but not because of Allison’s willing- 
ness to sacrifice everything and everybody to 
save himself There are other and better rea- 
sons. 

Once before there was a tie in the House and 
the Republicans claimed and were given the 
Speakership. What rule of right or reason 
makes tifty Republican members always more 
potent than tifty Democrats? The Legislative 
elections in Iowa this year were in 


favor of the Democrats. Of the Sen- 
ators and Representatives elected a 
roajority were Democrats. lBesides, the 


Democrats came to their places by virtue of 
a popular wiil unmistakably expressed, while 
the Republicans have fifty members of the 
House only by virtue of an apportionment so 
glaringly uojust that no decent man dare de- 
fend it. Behind the fifty Democratic members 
is avery much larger popular vote and sisu 
very much larger constituencies than behind 
the fifty Republican mémbers. 

The claim of the Democrats to organize the 
House is as wellfounded as the right of the 
majority to rule, and is, indeed, but the asser- 
tion of thatright. As their cause is just, the 
Democrats will stand by it, and no threats that 
the popular will manifested in the election of 
Governor shall be overthrown, will daunt 
them or turn them from their righteous purpose. 

Senator Allison is in the State to stay until 
the Senatorial question is settled, excepting 
always, of course, when prohibition meetings 
are to be held to which he has been invited. On 
those oceasions he betakes himself to Chicago 
orsome other town fora night’s sojourn, only 
returning the day after the conventionis held. It 
is singular that on no other occasion does 
he have urgent business out of the Statet Al- 
lison’s case has been weak and it was greatly 
injured by the exhibition of cowardice given by 
him when he ran away from the Dubuque Con- 
vention. If he had met that gathering face to 
face and given his views ina positive manner, 
with no attempt to straddle, even the Pronibi- 
tionists would have held him in at least moder- 
ate esteem. As it is, they despise him. 

Allison’s strongest antagonist in Iowa is Gov. 
Larrabee. The latter does not want to be Sena- 
tor, but he does want to unseat Allison. In 
1888, when delegates were to be chosen to 
the Republican National Convention, Mr. 
Allison would not consent that Mr. Larra- 
bee should be upon the Iowa delegation. 
Then Larrabee was a Granger “crank” 
and Prohibition “fanatic,” whose friendship 
was as deadly to its object as that of tne avarlet 
woman. Now the support of the Governor is 
sedulously solicited. e is no longer a crank 
or fanatic, but the worthy object of a people’s 
affections, and vhese affections he is asked to 
transfer to Mr. Allison, who stands just now in 
sore need of them.

4 SUICIDE IN OHIO—LORD SALISBURY 
AND THE CZAR STILL ILL. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 1.—A special from 
Canton, Ohio, says: ‘‘ Paul Young, aged twenty 
years, son of Col. J. J. Young, President of 
the Bolton Steel Company of this city, commit- 
ted suicide here last night by shooting himself 
through the right temple with a revolver. He 
has been suffering with influenza during the 
past few days,and the doctors think did 1t 
while temporarily insane from brooding over 
his sickness.” 

Lonpbon, Ontario, Jan. 1.—“La grippe” ina 
mild form has reached this city, where there 
are quite a number of cases of the malady. 

LONDON, Jan. 1.—Lord Salisbury, who is suf- 
tering from the influenza, 1s making favorable 
progress toward recovery. 

BERLIN, Jan. 1.—'lhe rapid increase in the 
number of cases of influenza at Wurzburg, Bava- 
ria, has rendered necessary the erection of sev- 
eral temporary hospitals. There are 40,000 
cases Of the disease in Munich. The epidemic 
18 spreading in Dresden. 

MADRID, Jan. 1.—The mortality here from the 
influenza is very great, but there are indica- 
tions that the malady is decreasing. Gayarré, 
the tenor, is not expected to recover. The dis- 
ease 1s spreading in the provinces and has as- 
sumed & very severe form at Barcelona.

PRIOR TWO CENTS. 
SIMPLY MILITARY RULE 


NO ERKAL REPUBLIC 
FORMED IN BRAZIL. 

THE LEADERS OF THE REVOLUTION 
STRENGTHENING THEIR POSITION AS 
MEMBERS OF THE PROVSIONAL 
GOVERNMENT. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, Dec. 4.—The immediate 
future here is assured, put what will happen in 
the course of a year cannot be safely predicted. 
That there is danger ahead, which may prove to 
be very serious, @ prudent, reflecting man who 
knows the people can clearly foresee. Possibly 
it may be avoided, but the probabilities are 
most decidedly the other way. 

The men who precipitated the revolution lack 
confidence in the Brazilian people and probably 
have overweening confidence in themselves. 
They do not believe in the present capacity of 
the Brazilian people for self-governmeat. They 
are unwilling to trust them with the grave 
responsibilty of constructing the Governmental 
machinery, nor are they saiisfied that its com- 
plicated movements can be left to their direc- 
tion. 

So far as the masses are concerned, these so- 
called Republican leaders are right. The body 
of the Brazilian people are not only ignorant, 
but they are without the sober, stable quali- 
ties of the Anglo-Saxons, and entirely lack that 
self reliance and habit of calmly deliberating 
together and of taking counsel with one another 
which is inbornin the English-speaking race 
and constitutes one of its grandest qualities. 
The Brazilians are not a pure-bred race, and 
while not without intellectual quickness, they 
do not have wliat may be termed the moral 
equipoise of intellect. They are impulsive, 
easily moved, quick torespond to appeals, bus 
without tenacity of purpose, 

These characteristics distinguish as well the 
favored few who heretofore possessed under 
the empire the privilege of suffrage. Brazilian 
politics might be aptly described as pyrotech- 
nical. The abolition of slavery by the act of 
Parliament of May 13, 1888, was the work of 
the Conservative Party, which time outof mind 
had withstood all radical innovation, and 
whose leaders to the last moment insisted that 
gradual emancipation was a severe blow to the 
industrial system of the country, and immedi- 
ate abolition would participate general wide- 
spread disaster. And yet when these same men 
saw that their political opponents were likely 
to gain an advantage by proposing an emanci- 
pation act, they anticipated them by bringing 
In one asa Government measure. But these 
old Conservatives in the Senate had the courage 
of their convictions and voted against the 
measure. 

The whole people applauded with apparently 
sincere approval the grand act, and appear- 
ances indicated that the Conservatives had Db 
this bold political strategy secured an indefi- 
nite continuance of power. But in less than 
a year discontent was general, and in June of 
this year they could not command a major- 
ity of the same Parliament that followed their 
lead and voted almost unanimously for emanci- 
pation. Their opponents, who bad always in- 
sisted upon Immediate emancipation withous 
compensation to the slave owners, came into 
power, dissolved Parliament, appesied to the 
people, and scarcely a Conservative Was fro- 
turned. 

Scarcely five months elapsed before the revo- 
lution of Nov. 15 occurred. The tmpertal fam- 
ily departed into exile, and tne leader of the 
Liberal Party, the late Prime Minister, Affonso 
Celso, fled the country. 

In. point of fact, in all these bouleversemenis 
neither the great wass of the people nor the 
men who control the trade and commerce of 
the country took any part, save that whe body 
of the SGrazilians—the groundlings—enjoyed 
heartily the excitement and **festas” which fol- 
lowed. ‘The men who make politics a busipess 
were the authors of tbe two first evolutions, 
and army and navy officers, acting in concert 
withafew Repubiican leaders, were the authors 
of the late revoiution.

The sincerity of the men now in control can- 
not be questioned; neither can their gen- 
eral honesty nor the patriotism of their 
purpose. But they believe that the body 
of the people neither know what free 
institutions mean nor are prepared to 
exercise intelligently their rights un- 
der them. So far as the army and naval officers | 
are concerned, they doubtless esteem them- 
selves superior to their confreres, the Repub- 
lican statesmen. The possession of arms has a 
tendency to develop this description of seli- 
assumed superiority, and men accustomed to 
command their inferiors afte apt to believe that 
they alone comprelend the science of ruling 
society in general. 

The provisional Government of Brazil is pure- 
ly and simply military rule. It was created by 
army and navy officers,and is domiuated by 
them. It 18 all-powerful simply because it is 
backed by the army and navy. At the same 
time it is true that everybody accepts the fact 
that a re-establishment of the empire is impos- 
sible. Itis universally admitted that a repub- 
lic is all that there is to hope for. The ail-im- 
portant question which Intelligent and patriotic 
Brazilians ask each other is, Will we have—van | 
we have—a genuine republic ? 

It was naturaily supposed that when the re- 
public was proclaimed the next step would be 
the calling of the Constituent Assembly, to 
which the people would choose their represent- 
alives, and that a form of government would be 
created and submitted to the nation for ita ap- 
proval; that pari pussu the people of the differ-— 
ent provinces would go through the same proc- 
ess of creating State Governments. But this 
yaethnod, Which seems so patural and essential 
to Anglo-Saxons, is not according to the babit 
of thought of the Latin statesman and would-be 
ruler. The civib law trainiug—the civil law 
deal—does not contemplate any initiative on 
the part of the people. They are subejcts to 
be regulated by the law. They are the created, 
not the creators. 

Hence it is not strange that the men who cre- 
ated and are ranning the provisional Govern- 
ment sbould have concluded that they must 
not only pave the way tor but prepare the 
people themselves for the Government which 
they will provide for them. They say, doubt- 
less with truth, “The people would not know 
what to do with the power if we intrusted them 
withit. They, in common with ourselves, were 
the victims of a corrupt, effete Government, 
trom which we set them as weli as ourselves 
free, and having done this we thereby assumed 
the grave responsibility of providing for tue 
futare and the present the best possible form of 
goverument. Wealone can do this because we 
not oniy have a realiziug sense of what it 
ought to be, but know hew to constitute it.” 

The sincerity and capacity, the honesty and 
integrity, of these men may ve conceded with- 
out admitting their ability to acomplish what 
they have undertékeén. 


Ill. 

The Conservative Party which ruled this 
country so long undoubtedly embraced the 
major part of the Brazilians of influence. They 
were, perhaps, less brilliantintellects and wield- 
ed less power Over the general throng througn 
the press and upon the rostrum; but they had 
behind them the solid business portion of the 
community. These old Conservative leaders are 
now waiting and watching their opportunity. 
They unhesitatingly, doubtless with entire sin- 


cerity, proclaim thelr acceptance of the situa- 
tion, and declare their purpose to give the pro- 
visionai Government loyal support, to the ena 
that a republican form of government way be 
firmly established. 

But these shrewd men do not agree with the 
so-called yee ecw leaders and their army 
and navy allies in postponing indetinitely the 
convention of the Constituent Assembly. They 
modestly, not clamorously, insist that a repub- 
lican Government can only be created by the 
people themselves through their chosen grep- 
resentatives. They point out that there is 
grave danzer in suffering a military oligarchy 
to be unduly prolonged. 

The late Senator and formerly Prime Minis- 
ter, SenhorLonza Dantas, now the President of 
Banco do Brazil, the oldest, most conservative, 
and strongest financial institution of the coun- 
try, says in @ letter published yesterday: 


“TI believe that the supreme necessity of the situa- 
tion is public order and tranquillity, without which 
tae fundamental interestsof our society now and in 
‘the fuyore—the ee ig | of the territory, the con- 
duct of commerce, and 6 industries which consti- 
tute our riches. The oredit of Brazil in torvign 
countries shoald be maintained, and the incalculable 
dangerg and colossal irremediable prejudices there- 
by avoiced. 

“TI {eel thus, and the whole sation, with the pro- 
visional Government, will impose upon. them- 
selves eveiy sacrifice for this vital co n. 
So the carass coming to the poimt to which we go it 
is my covyiction that the patriotism of all is to be 
shewa in sivising that we conform to the rule in 
fact vatabished iu the country and that we loyally 
aid in tse direction most useful to the peace and 
Dutiougl union.

“Any idea of the restoration Of the monarchy is 
chimerical. The more reason wherefore the pro- 
visional Government with the least delay a 
resort to the constituent body for its sovereign de- 
cision as to the constitution and eens of the 
National powers in such form as th tatives 
of the people shall judge most canyenie to the 
interests of the republic and to their consolidation.” 

As will be perceived, this is avery clever biow 
given fairly to the members of the provisional 
eo, and their party, whose purpose is 

nown to be to postpone as long,as possible thé 
calling of the Constituent Assembly. 

There is already considerable dissatisfaction 
expressed in most of the to-be States at the 
nomination of Governors who are not residents 
by the provisional Government. In more than 
one instance the people a indicated their 
purpose not to have the appointees, and their 
‘will was respected, but, it is suspected, simply 
because there were not sufficient troops in the 
locality to enforce the dictum, 

In sae Paulo the people are beginning to 
insist that they shall be allowed forthwith to 
constitute their own form of government in the 
true republican way. They are also insisting 
that the process of federation shall not be 
flelayed. 








IV. 

The people of Brazil had upon one memorable 
occasion some experience in the making ofa 
Constitution. Whenthe independence of Port- 
ugal was declared in 1822 Dom Pedro Primero 
was declared to be a constitutional monarch, 
and hence it was necessary to have a Constitu- 
tion. A constitutional assembly was convoked 
for this purpose. The dominant spirits in this 
body were the Andrade brothers of Sao Paulo— 
Wise, able, and liberal-minded men, and believ- 


ers in poyeltinns principles, but not in the ca- 
pacity of the Brazilian people to govern them- 
selves, For several years there was contention 
and wrangling in and out of the cunventien, 
The Andrades were twice dismissed from their 
posts as Ministers by the Emperor, and twice 
the people demanded and secured their rein- 
statement. 

They insisted that the Constituent Assembly 
should make a Constitution to conform to the 
views of the representatives of the people 
therein assembled, and not to suit alone the 
monarchy which was to have existence there- 
under. Finally the Andrade brothers mduced 
the Constituent Assembly to declare itself in 
permanent session, and ere were significant 
allusions in their speeches to the treatment of 
an obstinate King of England by the Parhament 
of the people. 

Yom Pedro IT., who was fond of declaring that 
he wanted a Constitution which would be ‘‘an 
insurmountable barrier against all invasions of 
the reyal authority, whether aristocratic or 
popular, which would overthrow anarchy and 
cherish the tree of liberty, beneath whose shade 
the union and independence of the empire 
would flourish,” concluded that he would use a 
little wholesome force, and, mounting his horse 
and putting himself at the head of a Croop of 
cavalry, rode to the Assembly House, declared 
the Constituente dissolved, arrested the An- 
drades and two of their most resolute followers, 
and, putting them on asnhip of war, sent them 
to Portugal. 

Immediately he, by proelamation defending 
his course, assembled a coune:l of ten persons, 
to whom he submitted the basis of a Constitu- 
tion which suited him and told them to fermu- 
late it atonce. The ten councilors were obedl- 
ent, and the Constitution under whieb Brazil 
has been ruled for nearly sixty-five years was 
thus evolved, and on the 25th of March, 1824, 
Dom Pedro I. took the oath of fidelity thereto 
in the Praca d‘Acclamation as Constitutional 
Emperor and Perpetual Defender of Brazil. 

Were not the Brazilians of the Latin race and 
had they not been under the dwarfing infiu- 
ences of the civil law, it would seem passing 
strange to me to hear it gravely proposed by 
the provisional Government to_ have a Consti- 
tution prepared by a council selected for that 
purpose, and to hear the advisability of pro- 
claiming the result of these deliberations, as 
supervised by the members of the Government, 
as the Constitution of the United States of 
Brazil and thereunder setup the federated re- 
public. Doubtless a very symmetrical work 
would be evolve !, and, possibly, ifthe authors 
of it were and remained disinterestedly honest 
and patriotic and constituted themselves the 
administrators, and they could find equally ais- 
interested, honest, efficient subordinates, it 
might be a gooa job for Brazil. But Iam afraid 
the political millennium is not at hand. 

Tt is, unfortunately, only too evident that 
these liberators of their country and would-be 
builders of a republic are nothing more or 
less then a lot of partisan politicians combined 
with self-opintonated and self-seeking army and 
navy officers. They are busy nizht and day 
turning out officeholders and putting in their 
friends and partisans, If these changes resulted 
in more efficient and honest public servants I 
would say God speed the work, but I eannot 
see that the new material is au improvement 
on the old. I have no confidence in the general 
honesty of the people. There is not a high 
standard of commercial honor, and still less can 
there be of political morality. 

It is merely preparation for the perpetuation 
of political control. The partisans of the so- 
called Republicans are to be put in, and they 
are to work for their protectors. And to make 
assurance doubly sure the army is to he judicious- 
ly strengthened and raised to 25,000; and with 
army officers made Governors of the provinces 
where the Conservatives are strongest, the 
military force there strengthened, and warships 
stationed in the harbors, the people will be 
properly prepared to exercise the privilege of 
suffrage. 





Vv. 

The foregoing may be, perhaps is, too dark a 
picture, but I fearit isnot. Brazilisa grand 
country, and its future ought, politically and 
commercially, to correspond to its wonderful 
physical characteristics, to its marvelous nat- 
ural resources. There is wealth in its soil and be- 
neath it beyond the dream of avarice, but a 
great change must be wrought in the people 
before the realization can be commensurate to 
the possibilities of the country, 

It is true that there has been progress in Bra- 
zil, but it has been chietiy material. There may 
be moral and intellectual progress, and the re- 
public, if founded en republican principles, 
May be the precursor as well as the means 
thereof.

BRAZIL ANXIOUS TO DO BUSINESS WITH 
OUR CITIZENS. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Deo, 5.—The most important 
wetion of the provisional Government during 
the past week was taken by the Minister of the 
Treasury in determining toissue Treasury notes 
to the different banks upon the deposit of na- 
tional securities. Six thousands contas were 
given to the Banco Nacional and 4,000 contas 
te the Banco da Brazil, making in all 10,000,- 
000 of milreis. 

This action is remarkable in view of the fact 
that the two banks above named, under authori- 
ty recently eonceded to them in accordance 
with the national bank law of Nov. 24, 1888, 
had increased their capital and had the right to 
issie currency up to nearly 600,000,000 mil- 
reis—provided their capital was paid upin full 
in gold. The right of issue being three of cur- 
rency for one of goid. 

Of course, the revolution practically made 1t 
impossible for the time being to obtain gold 
from Europe, as it could only be had there in 
exchange for Brazilian securities, and until the 
confidence of capital ts established by the re- 
public there will be no market for bonds. But 
there was no apparent necessity for an increase 
of currency. he two banks and one or two 
otbers under their right of issue had consider- 
ably increased the paper circulating medium 
and there was plenty of gold and silver coin. 

The only class at all distressed was the specu- 
Jators, who had some difficulty in making their 
monthly settlement on the 30th prox. Spec- 
ulation ran riot here during the past six months, 
and all sorts of schemes were put upon the 
market, with only the minimum amount, 20 
per cent., as a rule, paid up, which entitled the 
stock, under the société aponymé law, to be 
jransferred and dealt in publicly on the Ex- 
thauge. The most of these new companies were 
Jchemes on paper, and yet their shares had been 
markea up two and three times the amount 
paid. er when the revolution oceurred 
there was a collapse, and the brokers and their 
clients who were counting their gains by miil- 
ions found that all they had was ice soe 4 
ured paper. The banks were probably loaded 
with a good deal of this stuff, as well as with 
the 4 per cent. bonds issued ag an internal loan 
by the Imperial Government last September. 
Itis these last that they are now permitted to 
pledge with the Government for Treasury 
promises to pay. 

In addition to this new issue of paper the 
Government is arbitrartly keeping up the 
prices of exchange. Nominally, the peper milk 
reis, which at par is worth 274., or cents, 
is now worth 27 7-16d., or 54.8749 cents, It you

This rise in exchange, which #Baigan a Httle 
over a year ago, was due to the Government 

lacing a loan through the Roethsebilds and 

ving the proceeds in the Bank of England to 
be drawn againat to pay the interest on the ex- 
ternal debt and the other foreign disbursements 
of the empire. In this way the Government 
ecased to be a buyer of exchange in Rio, At 
Ehe same time two lines of ratiways were sold 
to English canitalinta, and something like 
24,000,000 gold hed to be transmitted here, 
This with the ‘‘beom” that was on just previous 
to the late collapse of the empire, and heavy in- 
yestments especially by Frenchmen in shares

This is undoubtedly the favorable opportunity 
for the merchants and manufacturers of the 
United States to push trade in Brazil. The pro- 
Visional Government and the people are most 
anxious to cultivate friendly political and closer 
commercial relations with Nerth Americans. 
This is natural. The anxiety for prompt recog- 
nition of the provisional Government by the 
United States was intense. It came promptly, 
and the first, even antedating a few minutes 


that of the Argentine Republic, This produced 
upon the impressionable Brazilians a good ef- 
fect, and other things have contributed to the 
same end. 

The English residents here are disliked, and, 
knowing the fact, are careless in expressing 
their opinions. They bave held a very high and 
firm hand in their dealings with the Govern- 
ment. More than once their Government has 
intervened in rather an unceremonious way to 
protass their rights, and, moreover, they all 

bow whata tremendous power the Stock Ex- 
change of London yields. A South American 
Government can be brought to terms sooner or 
later by Lombard-street. The refusal to give 

uotations to the securities of a country like 
razil is olmest equivalent toa declaration of 
“¥ by the English Government. 
be result of all thisisthat the Englishman 
struts like the game cock he is everywhere in 
South America. He is very mucn like his de- 
tested fello uutryman across the Irish 
Channel at a Donnybrook Fair. The Brazilians 
do not like this, and to a measuranie degree 
they have, out of their dislike to the English, 
coupled with the realization of a certain degree 
of dependence upon them, come to dislike more 
or less all foreigners. It is partly inherited 
from their Portuguese ancestors, pee in sym- 
pathy with their countrymen. Th: Portuguese 
have seen littie by little all their vast foreign 
possessions pass under the British flag, and the 
burden of talk among Portuguese in Lisbon to- 
day is how the English took-everything Portu- 
gal b and in addition made their country the 
battietield for years against Napoleou—the poor 
people being looted first by one army and then 
by the other. 

But beyond legitimate trade I would not ada- 
vise North Americans to venture. Let them 
leave Government concessions alone. Banking 
would pay if American capitalists would bring 
their money and organize under the société 
Anonyme law, which is oneof the best joint 
stock company acts of any country. The Kng- 
lish banks here have no capital investea in Bra- 
zil. They are simply shaving shops—dealers in 
exchange and loaning money. 

An Americap bank would do all the business 
between Brazil and the United States in a very 
short time. Itis very evident here that there 
is increased interest felt in the United States 
in regard to business with Brazil. Bradstreet’s 
Coromercial Agency has had a representative 
in this country sinee April last, preparing the 
way for the establishing of a branch hera.

A BOMB IN ROME. 


RoE, Jan. 1.—The King, replying to the con- 
gratulations of the Parliamentary deputation, 
said: * There was a time when IE would not 
have ventured to guarantee peace for a fort- 
night; hut now peace is assured by the good 
understanding between Germany and Rusgsia.’’ 
As the Parliamentary ‘eputation whieh had

THE GOOD WORK OF TAB 
MARINA OUNFERENOE. 
EFFECT OF THE LONG AND HARMONIOUS 
DELIBERATIONS — A REPUBLICAN 
FROM MONTANA AS HE IS KNOWN, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—The Marine Conference 
that has just concluded its labors here is as 
noteworthy for what it did not do as for the 
important results thatit accomplished. With- 
out making so much splurge as the Interna 
tional Conference of Mr. Blaine, that is sup- 
posed to be attempting to open to the United 
States a market that Mr. Blaine knows the 
Ubited States cannot secure under the present 
tariff and shipping laws, it has secured an 
agreement of the principal commercial nations 
of the worid on some questions upon which it 
was possible to reach an agreement. 

When the delegates came together it was 
feared that the attempt would be made by sor- 
did persons to turn it to personally profitable 
account, and some’ of the more conservative 
representatives were careful not to commit 
themselves to the whole programme of work 
proposed until it had been shown that sense 


eral more or less doubtful schemes crept into 
the conference and were eventually voted out, 

One of the most objectionable of the requests 
made, in the opinion of good judges, wae that 
for a permanent commission, which would have 
had the opportunity, even if jt aid not exercise 
it, to entertain from time to time all sorts of 
confusing and immaterial propositions, with a 
tendency to embarrass all commerce, 

So troublesome is such a permanent body 
that Supervising Inspector General Dumont of 
the Treasury Department has several times re- 

uested that the annual meetings now foquired 

o be held by the Inspectors De abolis . and 
the Inspectors required to meet only when in- 
vited to doso by the proper authorities. The only 
result of the formal annual. meeting is to excite 
distrust about the regulations, which are sel- 
dom changed, while the gathering affords so 
many new opportunities for the urging upon 
the board of a lot of new-fangled contrivances, 
advocated by persistent and well-paid. attor- 
neys. The permanent commission would be 
merely aduplication of this suficiently-confus- 
ing body. 

Nearly all of the representatives of foreign 
powers who took part in the International Ma- 
rine Conference hai their luggage ready packed 
for departure when the fina ournment was 
reached yesterday; and very few are left in 
Washington to-day. Those who have felt at 
liberty to express any opinions about the 
work of the conference speak eof it as being 
entirely satisfactory and calculated to lead to 
results of great value to all maritime powers. 
The disoussions of the delegates were at all 
times harmonious and, while there were often 
wide differences of opinion on given subjects, 
= tinal decisions were reached without fric- 
tion. 

Kear Admiral Franklin, who presided over 
the conference, was not inclined to talk about 
its doings to-night, but he declared his 
hope that the final results would be satisfac- 
tory. He believed that it would lead to further 
consideration and investigations of important 
matters connected with the subjects discussed 
and he thought it quite likely that this would 
prove to be the firat of a series of similar con- 
erences for which occasion might arise. 

Another member of the conference did not 
agree with Admiral Franklin on this point. It 
wus possible, he thought, that practical ex peri- 
ence of some of the regulations proposed by the 
conference might show that modifications 
shoulda be made, but he regardea the work o 
the conference, should it receive the sanction 
of the interested Governments, as doing away 
with the necessity for any like conferences 
hereafter. 

By far the most important part of the work 
of the conference was the thorough revision of 
the rules and regulations for preventing col- 
lisions at sea. Thi is evident from the fact 


that, while the conference was in session 
for three months, all but five § sittings 
were devoted to these “rules of the 


road.” The committee which was appointed 
to collate the present intermational rules of the 
road found thatin adopting the regulations in 
force in Great Britain numerous changes and 
omissions had been maie by various other 
powers, some of them affecting important 
features of the rules. The labor of thor- 
oughly revising the rules and getting them 
into a shape satisfactory to all the delegates 
was Very great, but itis believed that the pro- 

osed rules will accomplish all that can be 
i to secure safety at sea. There is no doubt 
that all the Governments represented at the 
conference will adopt the necessary legislation 
to put the rules into practice, 

Important modifications of the rules rezard- 
ing lights and sound signals are a feature of the 
proposed new regulations. It was pointed out 
to-night by Mr. Cecil Spring Rice, one of the 
Secretaries of the conference, that one of the 
most important recommendations of the dele- 
gates, pvext to the rules of the road, 
is the establishment of a uniform system 
of buoyage. At present there is nothing 
approaching uniformity in color or numbering 
Sf bueye and beacous. There are great ditfer- 
ences even in the samecountry. The buoyage 
system in New-York State, for instance, is dif- 
ferent from that in the Potomac River. In 
Engiand the differences are even more marked 
than in the United States, 

Still another important recommendation is 
for uniformity in surveying lawa, so that, for 
example, similar vessels of different countries 
shall be required to carry the same number of 
amall boats and similar, or equivalent, life-sav- 
ing appliances. Considerable attention was 
paid to the subject of reporting, marking, ana 
removing dangerous wrecks or obstructions to 
navigation, and uniformity of laws on this 
point will be advised, tozetber with the recom- 
mendation that the different powers sball em- 
ploy war vessels in disposing of dangerous 
wrecks or derelicts. 

Another subject which waa oarefully consid- 
ered was the proposal for the establishment of 
& permanent maritime commission, to be main- 
tained by all the powers and to serve as 6 sort 
of advisory board on all maritime watters. 
Strong opposition to this idea was ex- 
pected by the delegates from Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, and the conference 
decided not to recommend such a commission. 
It was agreed that it would be an expensive af- 
fair and that the cost would have to be appor- 
tioned according to the tonnage of the various 
powers, aD arrangement which would have 
thrown about 65 per cent. of the expense upon 
Great Britain. 

Discussion of the question of giving warnings 
of approaching storms resulted in the recom- 
mendation of a uniform system of transmitting 
warnings and of signals employed. As already 
intimated, the delegates have adjourned with 
contidence that the recommendations they have 
agreed to make will be in due time adopted by 
the respestive Governments. Their work is 
purely advisory, and without legislation their 
recommendations will amount to nothing.

The young lady was beauti- 
ul and accomplished. She was of Hungarian 
descent, twenty-nine years old, born in the 
Unired States and had lived in this city 
twenty-two years. She had a studio 
at Fifth-avenue and Fourteenth-street, belonced 
to the Art Students’ League, and was a student 
of the Avademy of Design and Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. Her talent as a sculptor and 
artist Is evidenced by many specimens of the 
brush and ehtsel left hind. In art circles she 
was wellknown and admired for ber earnest- 
ness and devotion as a student, Her beauty 
and amiable traits madejher friendship prized, 
and her untimely death will be mourned by a 
large cirole. , 

Five years ago she was introduced to 
Brill and their friendsbip ripened intolove, He 
was very devoted to her in a little while 
they become engaged. Heis a Hewbrew, thirty- 
two years old and his relatives and friends were 
opposed to the alliance mainly tor the reason, 
it is said, that she was not of his religious be- 
lief and was poor. However, the young 
people continued _to enjoy each oth- 
er’s society until a comparatively recent 
period, Her relatives were not averse tv the 
mateh.

TO TAKE MEASURES TO PROTECT THEIR 
INTERESTS IN FUTURE. 


Fort WortTH, Texas, Jan. 1.—A call was 
issued some time ago by William L. Black, 
Chairman of the committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the cause of depression in the cattle 
busineas, for an inter-State convention of cattle- 
wen, to meet at Fort Worth, Texas, March 11, 
1890. This coal is followed to-day by aa 
addteg#s to the cattle industry of Texas and 
other States, signed by all the catile 
organizations of Texaa and many large cattle 
owners of Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, and Mexico.

ta, and New-Mexico. 





THE YEARS SHIPPING STATISTICS.

THE UNITED STATES TAKES THE GREAT- 
ER PART OF HER EXPORTS. 


City OF MEXxIco, Jan. 1, via Galveston.— 
Treasury statistics of exports for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 last show total receipts of 
$60,158,423, against $48,885,908 in the previ- 
ous fiscal period, a gain of $11,272,514, which 
is the result of the increased; prosperity of the 
country. 

The exportation of precious metals, mostly 
silver, wes $38,785,274, and of merchandise 
$21,373,148. The totals by countries were: 
United States, $40,853,362; England, $12,535,- 
534; France, $3,496,038; Germany, $2,061,- 
563; Spain, $659,000. The remainder is cred- 
itea in small amounts to various couniries, but 
facts show that the United States takes 68 per 
cent., Engiand a trifle under 21 per cent, 
France only a little less than 6 per cent., and 
Germany 3 per cent. of Mexico’s exports. The 
Latin nations of Europe and America took less 
thar 8 per cent. 

In the previous fiscal year the United States 
teok Mexican products ‘to the extent of 
$31,059,626. Statistics show incontrovertibly 
that the United States is the largest and con- 
staptly the best customer of Mexico. The 
United States now takes 80 per cent. of Mexi- 
co’s merchandise exports ana 60 per cent. of 
her precious metals. 

During the month of November there were 
imported by way of Laredo, Texas, goods of the 
value of $508,045 in Mexican money, of which 
articles free of duty comprised $165,838. Cot- 
ton, in bales, $112,775; cotton goods, $30,004; 
railway rolling stock, %34,709; machinery, 
$32,802; locomotives, $11,006. 

In the same month by way of El Paso, goods 
of the value of $496,360 Mexieau money were 
imported, of which $316,938 was free of duty. 
The principal articles were locomotives and 
railroad plant, $182,685; rails, $33,330; coal, 
$30,385; machinery, $19,851; explosives for 
mining, $15,671, and cotton goods, $12,520. 

In the month of October the export of the 
precious metals to the United States was of the 
value of $1,747,704, as follows: Gold in bars, 
$59,646; in coin, $154,160; silver in bars, 

363,095; in coin, $4,170,803; total gold, 
$213,806; total silver, $1,533,898. 

Of the gold coin $125,560 consisted of Amer- 
ican eagles reim ported.

A MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 1.—Mr. Frederick Good- 
rich, fermerly of New-York, and manager of the 
Richmond Granite Quarry, who was mysteri- 
ously injured in some way Dec. 21, died in his 
room at the Exchange Hotel this afternoon. 
Early on the morning named Mr. Goodrich ap- | 
peared in the rotunda of the Exchange Hotel | 
with his face partially hidden from view 
by his overcoat collar turned up. He 
walked around the hotel counter to the 
key rack to get his room key, and then ap- 
proaching Mr. Peyton, the clerk, threw open his 
coat collar, called the attentionof Mr. Peyten 
to cuts and bruises on his face and neck, and § 
remarked: “‘ How ig this?’

Goodrich how it happened. Goodrich said: “I 
ef against a chairin my room and hurt my- | 
ge ” 

Mr. Peyton told him he could notimagine | 
how it was possibie for him to get suck injuries | 
by falling over a chair, and, seeing that the man | 
was seriously injured, advised bim to go te his 
room and send for a physician. Goodrich went 
to bis room, but did not callin a physician until 
the nextday. He made conflicting statements 
a8 to how he received his wounds. After he 
was confined to his bed it was discovered that 
he was badly bruised about the body. It ap- 
peared as it the man had been stamped on, one 
of the bruises resembling that from a heel of a 
heavy boot. 

Pneumonia set in, and the attending physi- - 
cians, seeing that his condition was alarming, 
suggested to Mrs. Goodrich that the relatives | 
of her husband be notified as to his condition. 
William D. Goodrich, a member of the law firm 
of D. D. Goodrich & Co. of New-York, the father 
of the young man, responded to the telegram 
and remained with bim until Monday, when 
he was furced to leave for Washington to argue | 
an important case before the Supreme Court. | 
Mr. Goodrich continued to sink, and at 12:12 
o’elock this afternoon he died. 

Sergeant of Police Alsxander Tomlinson, 
hearing of the case, wont to the Exchange 
Hotel, arriving there just after Mr. Goodrich 
had died. He went tothe room and examined 
the body. He found a contused wound behind 
the left ear and the throat bruised. Sergt. 
Tomlinson was requested by the wife of the 
deceased not to take any further action until 
the arrival of her husband’s father, who is ex- 

ected here to-night. During Goodrich’s de- 

jirium he frequently spoke of having been 
beaten with a stick by @ man with ared nose 
fo some place of amusement ia the city. The 
case has attracted considerable attention. The 
popular theory of Goodrich’s death is that some 
man whohad been discharged attacked him 
and inflicted the wounds. His failure to make 
it known or give any explanation of the cir- 
cumstances of the attack adds to the mystery.

THE STORMY PASSAGE OF THE STEAM+e 
SHIP BOSTON CITY. 


Bostoyw, Jan. 1.—The steamship Boston City, 
which arrived at this port to-day from Ham- 
burg, reports experiencing a succession of 
heavy gales from southwest to northwest, with 
squally weather and very high seas. The entire 
passage, Capt. Doyle states, was the most 
tempestuous he has ever experienced. On the 
12th he encountered a strong gale from 
southwest and northwest seas, flooding the 
decks with water. On the 15th all the deck 
cattle, fittings, and everything movable about 
the decks, were washed away. On the 18th he 


encountered a terrific gale from south-sonth- 
west, with @ very eo and dangerous sea 
causing the steamer tolabor and strain heavily, 
and she shipped much water on deck. 

At5:40 P. M. ofthe 18th a tremendous sea 
broke on board over the bows, rushing aft and 
sweeping across the bridge, carrying away 
éverything before it. A large portion of the 
bridge was carried away, thebridge stanchions 
were smashed, the standard compass loosened 
from its fastenings, and other minor damage 
was done. The first officer and a seaman, who 
were on the lookout on the bridge at the time, 
had a narrow escape from being washed over- 
board, only saving themselves by grasping the 
boat davits. It is thought that a portion of the 
cargo in the fore hold is damaged by water.

THE OLD DILIGENCE SYSTEM RAPIDLY 
DISAPPEARING, 


OITY OF. Mexico, Dec. 23.—The rapid exten- 
sion of the railroad system in Mexico has given 
the death blow tothe Diligence Company, old 
established, at one time prosperous, and always, 
until recently, of great importance to the trav- 
éling public. The business of the company, the 
most lucrative of its lines being no longer in 
existence, is being wound up by Seifior Casimiro 
del Collado, who has been at the head of the 
enterprise for more than thirty years. 

Seiior del Oollado 18 a Spaniard who came to 
this country when quite a youth, and by his en- 
terprise has amassed @ considerable fortune. 
When the Diligence Company was making 
money and nearly monopolized the means of 
transportation it owned many of its stage 
houses and 60-called hotels in the various cities, 

The Diario Uficial publishes three contracts 
concluded with steamship lines for the mail 
sorvice of Mexico. The first of these is with 
Robert W. Parsons representing the New-York 
and Cuba Mail Steamship Company, (Ward’s 
Line.) In return for free lsenapertation of the 
mails the company is granted privileges which 
give 1t certain facilities in its business, 
The usual exemptions granted to mail 
steamers, such as freedom from payment of 
lighthouse dues, are conceded. The company 
must adhere to the schedule of departure and 
arrivals agreed upon with the Government, and 
in Case of unavoidable detention the Minister 
of the Interior must be advised by telegram of 
the alteration of date at all ports of-call. The 
company permitted to oarry on a coasting 
trade where no Mexican vessels are engaged in 
it, andir by error goods are landed at a pro- 
hibited port they may be taken on board again 
without payment of a penalty. 

To wk age the objects of the contract the 
individu composing the company will be 
considered as Mexican citizens, and in case of 
dispute must waive all rights as foretgners, 
A duly authorized representative must reside 
in the city of Mexico, with whom the Govera- 
Ment can communicate in case of need. The 
chief advantages given are the right to 
be entered at the ports immediately o 
arrival, even on a festival or holiday, to load 
and unload at the same time, andin case of bad 
Weather to land the mail bays and manifests 
without waiting for the arrival on board of the 
port officials. The contract is to run for five 
pera but is to be forfeited if any of the stipu- 

ations are broken or if the service is suspended 
for four months.

The event of 1889 which surpassed all others 
in the railway and tinancial world was the com- 

letion, early in the year, of the Inter-State 

allway Association. Next to tt in importance 
was the reorganization of the Atchison, To- 
— and Santa Fé system. The year has not 

een importantin speculative results, for while 
a fecling of hopefulness has prevailed it has 
been accompanied by sufficient uncertiinty 
to prevent a material upward movement in 
the prices of securities. A noteworthy depress- 
ing influence was the apparent antagonism 
of Granger Railway Commissioners who dic- 
tated rates for the railways which it was felt 
were less than guificient to pay operating ex- 
penses. Experience, however, has shown that 
the railways were able to live, although they 
had to practice great economies. Then while 
Atchison was in its thrves there was a very xen- 
eral selling of the stock by Boston as well as by 
Chicago, and its downward movement had a 
decided influence on the general list. Boston 
was also badiy hurt by the failure of the 
French — syndicate, and considerable 
stock was thrown over in consequence. Then 
in the latter part of the year the money market 
showed evidence of disturbance and checked 
any disposition tospeculute that might have 
existed. On the other hand, the encouraging 
features of the year were the unprecedented 
crops, which have assured sufficient business 
for the railways for mauy mouths to come, and 
the steady and general increase in the earnings 
of the railways as aresult of the maintenance 
of rates and plenty-of traffic. In the latter 
part of the year several additional dividends 
were declared, notably by the Vanderbilt com- 
panies, 

The heaviest speculation of the year was in 
the “industrial stocks,” Sugar and Cotton Oil. 
Both had been marked up to very high figures, 


| while nothing was known as to their condition 


by the public. In June Sugar certificates sold 
as high as 126, from which figure they broke to 
110. There they hung for several weeks, when, 
on various rumors, free selling set in.

Our correspondence from Rio de Janeiro 

indicates that the only thing certain about 

e the future of Brazil is that there is no 
chance of a restoration of the empire or of 

monarchy in any form. But forthe present 

. there ismo republic there, but only a pro- 

visional Government, which is in effect 

military rule and nothing else. There 

‘seems to be no present distrust of the army 

and navy officers and the eminent civilians 
‘associated with them in the administration 

of affairs, but an indefinite prolongation of 

their power will cause restiveness and sus- 

picion. While accepting the theory of self- 
government for the country they seem to 

pe distrustful of the capacity of the people 

for practicing it, and not without reason. 

They are inno haste about calling a Con- 

stituent Assembly, and propose to have a 

» Constitution carefully prepared by a com- 
‘mission for its acceptance when it does 
‘meet. In the meantime they are gradually 
instituting reforms and changes to pre- 
pare the way for a permanent Gov- 
ernment and apparently expect to educate 
‘the people for the task before them. This 
process cannot be continued indefinitely, 
‘and while arepublic in form seems to bea 
certainty there is little assurance of greater 
‘stability for some time to come than has 
been experienced by the Spanish countries 
of South America. The habit of the Portu- 
guese, as of the Spaniards, is to look upon 
power as emanating from the Government 
to be exercised over the subjects, rather 
than as emanating from the people for the 
control of the Government. The habit is 
founded in the characteristics of the people 
themselves, ;and it will be a long time be- 
fore self-government is a reality where such 
a view of the governing and the governed 
prevails. The contests for the control of 
administration will bein a governing class 
rather than among the people. For a long 
time the determining factor will be the 
army and navy, and at present the pro- 
visional Government seems to buve a firm 

control over that. 











Mr. POWDERLY has just published a plea 
for the adoption of ballot reform in 
Pennsylvania, and he enforces his argu- 
ments by an appeal which ought to carry 
conviction to the mind of every working- 
man in the land. He describes in vivid 
language the injustice of the present sys- 
tem, under which foremen and bosses are 
not only permitted to peddle tickets at thé 
polls, but to follow the workman to the 
ballot box-and see that he deposits the vote

PY TE AE SOP A ORIN I 
The official admonition of the Board of 
Health touching “la grippe” will be useful 
‘in inculcating the necessity of caution if in 
‘no ether way. The board hasreally nothing 
to suggest, except that people should not 
neglect ordinary colds, and should consult 
physicians at once. It seems doubtful, 
however, whether ordinary colds develop 
into “Ja grippe,” although that disease 
itself may be accompanied or followed 





by other ailments much more seri-: 
ous. Influenza appears to be’ a 
misnomer for a malady of which 


the characteristic symptom is not influ- 
enza, but a high, sudden, and exhausting 
fever. Whatever it is, it is doing serious 
mischief. It was only the other day that 
we were congratulating ourselves upon the 
lowest death rate recordéd in the vital 
statistics of the city, and on the last day 
of the year the mortality is greater than 
has ever occurred before, except in the ex- 
treme heat of Summer. Itis plain that no- 
body who is attacked can afford to delay 
for an hour to invoke medical advice. 








In the Albany correspondence of the 
Commercial Advertiser we find the following 
biographical sketch: 

‘* HILL has for years been in the grip of Ep- 
WARD MURPHY of Troy, whose training was 
low, whose surroundings and associations have 
always been bad, and who delights in nothing 
else 80 much as a dog fight, or a cock fight, ora 
contestinarat pit. It is strange that all of 
HILw’s friends are of this order of men—men 
who have no pride, no social position, no 
recognized association with reputable men 
any where.” 


Unquestionably this does injustice to 
Chairman MurPHy. It may be that in his 
youth he had a fondness for coarse pleas- 
ures, but he has risen above these ear- 
lier circumstances and habits. If the 
controversies of the rat pit were ever his 
chief joy, they are so no longer, and he now 
shuns the questionable circles he was wont 
to adorn. Mr. MURPHY is now a statesman, 
and his mind is busied with the interests 
of himself and the Governor and the Com- 
monwealth to a degree which does not 
permit him to maintain any degree of famil- 
iarity with the rules and the records of 
that ensanguined arena in which the more 
instructed patrons of the ceck and the ter- 
rier are so deeply absorbed. 








The information sent to the Senate, in 
compliance with a resolution there offered, 
shows that out of the six Rear Admirals 
only one—Rear Admiral HArkMoNy—has 
never commanded a squadron, while out of 
the ten Commodores six have never com- 
manded squadrons, The inquiry was prob- 
ably intended to have a bearing on the 
pending bill to abolish the grade of Com- 
modore as one unnecessary for sea service, 
or, indeed, for any service in timo of peace. 
It is certainly true that in our navy, while 
the title of Commodore was accorded to 
a fleet Captain in old times, not until 1862, 
in the midst of the great civil war, was the 
commission of Commodore ever issued. 
At that time one of the duties enumerated 
as falling to the officer who should be so 
commissioned was the command of a vessel 
of the first rate, whereas now a Com- 
modore is never assigned to the command 
of asingle vessel. Whether Congress will 
think it expedient to abolish this grade can 
hardly be predicted. At all events, liberal 
provisions are made for the present in- 
cumbents of itin the pending measure by 
the promotion of six of them to be Rear 
Admirals and the optional retirement of 
the other four also as Rear Admirals. The 
proposed permanent increase of the number 
of Rear Admirals to twelve wouid also open 
‘ this high grade sooner to the Captains. 








ANXIOUS FOR THE ILLITERATE. 

Yesterday the Sun, in an Albany dispatch, 
stated the position of Gov. H1Lu on ballot 
reform with a positiveness that was evi- 
dently meant to convey the impression that 
it was authoritative. With an iteration in- 
tended to give it emphasis, the dispatch 
said: “‘Gov. Hitt will sign no ballot re- 
form bill that will disfranchise a single 
voter. He will sign no bill that will tend 
to prevent poorly-educated men from vot- 
ing. He will veto any bill that discrimi- 
nates between the college man and the day 
laborer. * * * He will not sign a bill 
that puts a stigma on a poorly-educated 
voter and complicates the machinery of the 
election.” 

These statements would hardly have 
been put in this positive form unless they 
were authorized by the Governor himself, 
and though they make no reference to what 
is called the Australian method of voting 
itis evident that they were intended to 
imply that Gov. HILL would not consent to 
its adoption on the ground that it would 
put difficulties in the way of illiterate 
voters. ‘This is a distinct shifting of his 
ground. In all his labored objections to 
the Saxton bill the Governor has never 
placed his opposition distinctly upon the 
ground that it would prevent those who 
cannot read from voting. He seems now to 
be preparing to put it on that ground chief- 
ly. He has apparently taken’ heart from 
the speech of Senator‘ GoRMAN to the 
Democratic editors in Baltimore last Mon- 
day, in which he is represented as opposing 
‘the Austgalian ballot because it would pre- 
vent illiterate men from acting under the 
advice and guidance of the “more enlight- 
ened.” ; 

Doubtless Gov. Hix is oppressed with 
the same solicitudé. We know very well 
what it means. It does not spring from 
anxiety that men who cannot read shall be 
able to exercise the right of suffrage inde- 
pendently, or that they shall be enlightened 
as to their duty by those who are better in- 
formed, which can hardly be done at the 
ballot box on election day. Men who rely 
upon corrupt methods in politics afe wont 








handed him. Intimidation in an active 


to use masses of ignorant or ‘‘ poorly edu- 











cated” voters as counters in their game by 
virtually casting their votes for them, with- 
out the exercise of any choice on their part. 
Such voters may be bought or intimidated 
or coerced or wheedled or deceived by the 
party heelers, but under the present system 
of voting they can hardly be said to exer- 
cise the right of suffrage. It is used by 
others for them, and generally for bad ends. 








. Men like GORMAN and Hitt do not wish to 


give up the power of manipulating this 
vote. . 

Now, the Australian ballot would in 
paint of fact afford a protection to the illit- 
erate voter which he does not now have, 
It would not disfranchise him. It would 
not ‘‘tend to prevent” him from voting if 
he chose to vote. It would afford a protec- 
tion to the day laborer which the “ college 
man” does not need. It would not provent 
the * poorly educated” from getting all the 
advice and assistance they wanted from 
the better informed until it came to the 
point of expressing their actual choice at 
the ballot box, and then they would be en- 
abled to express it without submitting to 
the control of those who might claim to 
own their votes. It is sheer pretense on the 
part of such men as HILL and GORMAN that 
they fear that theilliterate would be disfran- 
chised. They are -practically disfranchised 
so long as they are compelled to allow 
others to exercise the right of suffrage for 
them. The Australian system of voting is 
simplicity itself to those who are able to 
distinguish one name from another. Under 
the Saxton bill, as it was passed last 
Winter, there would be every opportunity 
forany man with intelligence enough to 
earn his bread to prepare himself to vote 
for the candidates for whom he desired to 
vote without assistance at the polls. If at 
last he could not trust himself to mark his 
own ballot he could have it done by asworn 
official, with assurance that his own choice 
and not that of somebody else had found 
expression. 

Ballot reform has for its chief purpose the 
protection of the weak and the ignorant 
from the strong and the designing—the pro- 
tection of the suffrage from corrupting in- 
fluences. Itis designed to enable citizens 
to express their own will by their votes; to 
make them independent in their action. It 
is calculated to protect elections from the 
control of the few, who use the power of 
money or the power of employment or or- 
ganization for the defeat of the popular 
will. The ‘‘day laborer” is coming more 
and more to understand this, and the work- 
ingmen are strongly in favor of ballot re- 
form, as Gov. HILL and Senator GORMAN 
are destined to find out. 
trying to lead their party against the rising 
tide of popular sentiment, and either the 
party must refuse to follow them or it will 
tind itself overwhelmed,

MR. WINDOWS PROSPECTS. 
If Mr. Windom had seriously staked the 
success of his administration of the Treas- 


_ury upon the adoption of his silver scheme 


he would be rather more deliberate in pro- 
ceeding with it than he is reported to be. 
We can hardly think that he has accepted 
it as the chief object of his career in the 
Treasury, if for no other reason than be- 
cause he either has not attempted or has 
not succeeded in securing for it the full 
approval of the President. It would cer- 
tainly be an anomaly even in the loose 
management of the Executive branch of 
the Government of the United States—and 
there probably never existed a machinery 
of such power and importance that has 
been so loosely run as that has been at 
times—for the Finance Minister to set for 
himself a task as to which the head of the 
Government coolly confesses that he has 
not examined it, and that he may— 
which implies that also he may not— 
think it over and have something to 
say about it later. But however seriously 
or otherwise Mr. WinpoM may regard his 
scheme, he is said to be preparing a bill 
to carry it out that will be introduced in 
the House when it reassembles next week. 
As under our system the Secretary does not 
assume any direct responsibility by action 
of this sort, this may be looked upon as a 
tentative process, a method of getting the 
plan before Congress and the country and 
securing an adequate discussion of it. It 
may then be modified if any prospect opens 
up of securing its adoption with amend- 
ments, or it may be quietly abandoned 
if no such prospect appears, in which case 
we suppose the position of the Secretary 
would not be materially affected—such is 
the happy, not to say the lucky, arrange- 
ment by which our ministers are enabled to 
aim their official guns to hit or miss accord- 
ing to the game. 

Butif Mr. WriNpoM really means to put 
his plan in the form of a bill, and to bring 
it before Congress, we trast that he will 
see the necessity of furnishing a sufficiently 
clear and full explanation of the way in 
which he expects to meet certain difficul- 
ties that have already been indicated, and 
that seem to become more rather than less 
the more closely they are studied. He as- 
sumes as a constant and unchangeable con- 
dition that the various forms of currency, 
of which we have an embarrassing abun- 
dance in this country, areto be kept at 
par with goid. Thatfis a perfectly just and 
inevitable condition, and unless his plan 
can be made to comply fully with it, we 
take it that he will give itup. The essen- 
tial feature of his plan is the purchase of 
all the silver brought to the mints at a 
price not greater than one pound of gold 
for sixteen pounds of silver, the pur- 
chases to be paid for in notes that 


will be substantially a Government 
currency. The difficulties will arise 
in the regulation of these purchases, 


as to which his plan reserves a certain 
discretion in the Secretary of the Treasury, 
This discretion must relate, first, to the 
price, in order to avoid any manipulation 
adverse to the public interest, and, second, 
as to the quantity, in order to avoid an ac- 
cumulation of silver that will ultimately 
render the Treasury unable to meet its ob- 
ligations in gold. The latter is plainly the 
most important, though the former has not 
been at ail clearly studied. The danger 
of the accumulation of silver until the 
Treasury is gorged arises from the fact 
that under Mr. WiNDom’s plan there is an 
artificial market created wholly inde- 
pendent of all other markets. and there- 
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fore of all ordinary forces of supply and 
demand except so far as the Secretary in 
his discretion is willing. and able to com- 
ply with them. Now, the serious question 
is, whether the scheme does not practically 
destroy all real market for silver, whether 
outside the United States Treasury there 
will be left enough dealings in silver not af- 
fected by the Treasury to fix anything like a 
normal price. We confess for our own part 
that we have’ seen no evidence that this 
will not be the result, and it would be 
ruinous, because it would create a practi- 
cally irresistible demand in the Treasury 
for an amount of silver that we could not 
use, save as the sole currency of the coun- 
try. 

It is no answer to this question to say 
that the price of silver would by this means 
be advanced so thatits bullion value in gold 
would be equal to the coin value—that is, 
so that sixteen pounds of silver would be 
equal to one pound of gold, because that 
would not be a natural price. It would 
only be the Treasury price, and at that 
price the Treasury would have to take all 
that was offered or see its immense stock go 
down. It is not at all inconceiva‘le that a 
purchaser with almost illimitable credit 
could buy enough silver, or any other com- 
modity, at constantly advancing prices to 
carry the price to any point determined 
upon. But the question for the people of 
this country is what we should or could do 
with it after we had got a vast stock at that 
price. We should, in all human probabil- 
ity, have to go on taking it at that price or 
see the price fall. The moment it began to 
full gold would leave the country, and in- 
deed long before that time, because all that 
keeps our silver in its present quantity at 
par with gold is its relatively small amount, 
and the Government rule of paying in gold 
whenever it is wanted. The problem be- 
fore the Secretary of the Treasury, there- 
fore, is what he can do to observe faithfully 
and surely the prime condition he has laid 
down for himself, viz., that his scheme shall 
not give us a currency that in any of its 
forms is not at par with gold. 








HILL AND CALLICOT. 

The career and the character of ‘THEOPH- 
ILus C. CALLICOT are pretty well known 
to the people ot New-York, but we have 
thought it worth while to recite somewhat 
in detail the story of his life in order that 
our readers may better understand the 
nature and value of ge services rendered 
to the Democratic Party by the man upon 
whom Gov. H1Lt has conferred a conspicu- 
ous mark of official and political favor. It 
is a curious record. First, we tind CaLti- 
cor selling himself and his vote to 
the Republicans in the Assembly in 
1863; then he is ignominiously beaten 
in his second canvass for the As- 
sembly; he is next appointed to a 
Federal office by a Republican Secretary of 
the Treasury, but after a few months, in 
1865, President JOHNSON makes him Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue in the Third 
District; two years later heis convicted of 
defrauding the Government, and is fined 
$10,000 and sent to prison for two years. 

This is his career in public office. For 
more than fifteen years, as editor of the 
Albany Evening Times, CALLICOT has carried 
on the business of political assassination, 
abusing the best and lauding the worst 
mon in the Democratic Party. He has used 
the knife and hatchet freely upon such 
Democrats as Mr. TILDEN, Mr. MANNING, 
the Cassipys, Gov. ROBINSON, and Mr. 
CLEVELAND, though we are not aware that 
he has ever done them any visible harm. 
The professional blatherskite is commonly 
animpotent enemy. That this particular 
blatherskite is a potent friend is, we sup- 
pose, the firm belief-of Gov. HILL. At any 
rate, the transfer of the State printing from 
the Argus to CALLICOT’S paper must be 
attributed to the ‘Governor’s wish to 
reward the man for past and future sup- 
port. 

But we are by no means sure that the 
blast of @iticism and denunciation which 
Gov. HILL has stirred up by this act has 
served to convince him that he has made a 
mistake. Nor do we see why any of the 
few Hill organs should desire to apologize 
for or to explain away this affront to all 
that part of the New-York Democracy that 
is not at present in the jails or the saloons. 
Gov. Hi1Lw’s behavior toward CALLICOT is 
entirely consistent with his evident policy 
and purposes. Mainly he is actuated by a 
desire to take all the ‘spoils’ from the 
friends of Mr. CLEVELAND and to concen- 
trate them in the hands of trustworthy Hill 
men. Thatis his notion of political man- 
agement, and it is in perfect accord with 
all his political professions and official 
practices. A disposition to revenge himself 
upon Mr. CLEVELAND’s friends and to 
“ spite” them for their iack of warmth to- 
ward himself may have been one of his 
motives. 

When Gov. Hitt, seated in a private 
room at the Hoffman House a few days 
before the election in 1888, in the presence 
of two or three of his active supporters, 
pounded the table vigorously and remarked 
that he would “ teach these blank blanked 
friends of Mr. CLEVELAND who could get 
the most votes in the State of New-York,” 
he was smarting under the attacks of the 
anti-Hill Democratic. organization. In a 
measure, his transfer of the State printing 
from Mr. MANNING of the Argus, a Cleve- 
Jand man, to CALLIcoT of the Times, a most 
virulent anti-Cleveland man, is to be con- 
strued as indicative that he bas never 
quite recovered from the discomfort those 
attacks gave him. 








THE TARIFF 1N THE WEST. 

Tf Mr. McKus.ry and his Republican as- 
sociates in the Ways and Means Committee 
will suspend for a moment their work of 
making a tariff bill that shall be satisfac- 
tory to the protected manufacturers, they 
may see signs of a gathering stormin the 
West. We have already pointed out that 
one of the most influential Republican 
journals of the Mississippi Valley, the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, now asks Congress to 
put upon the free list foreign goods like 
those made and controlled by combina- 
tions, because ‘that is the only practical 
way to reach the evil and to vindicate the 
justice and soundness of the protective 
theory.” The Globe-Demoorat renresenis 








the opinions of a very large Republican 
constituency. How will Mr. McKINLEY 
try to satisfy the demands of this journal 
and those for whom and to whom it 
speaks? 

The Chicago Tribune is another very 
prominent and influential Republican paper 
whose opinions Mr. McKINLEY and his 
friends cannot afford to ignore. It happens 
that on the very day when the Globe-Demo- 
orai urged that goods like those made by 
combinations should be placed on the free 
list (the 24th ult.) the Chicago Tribune 
offered to the Ways and Means Committee 
some advice suggested by reports concern- 
ing the committee’sintentions. Some weeks 
ago, after long and curious delay, the Gov- 
ernment was induced to prosecute JAMES 
CAMPBELL. President of the Window Glass 
Workers’ Association, on the charge that hoe 
had broken the contract labor law by caus- 
ing a score of glassblowers to come to Pitts- 
burg from Europe under agreement. At a 
later date CampBELL had ‘a secret confer- 
ence with Secretary Winpom with refer- 
ence to the case. Having been a stump 
speaker for HARRISON in the campaign of 
1888, he was well received in Washington, 
andupon his return to Pittsburg on or 
about the 20th ult., he gave out for publi- 
cation the substance of statements said to 
have been made to him by Mr McKINLEY 
concerning projected legislation on the 
tariff. It is these statements which the 
Tribune repeats and with respect to which it 
otters advice. 

It appears that this man, whom the 
Government had undertaken to prosecute 
as a@ law breaker, was invited by Chair- 
man MoOKINLEY or the majority of the 
committee to visit Washington to “ assist in 
the revision of the duties on window glass.” 
His interview with Mr. McKINLEY had ena- 
bled him to predict confidently that the 
duties on window glass (now averaging 113 
per cent.) would beincreased by the commit- 
tee; that there would be increases 1n other 
parts of the list; that ‘‘ the efforts of New- 
England to secure a reduction on pig iron, 
iron ore, coke, coal, wool, &c.,” would 
‘‘prove a failure,” and that the introduc- 
tion of labor-saving machinery might per- 


mita reduction *‘on some articles.” The 
Chicago Tribune says: 
“These statements seem incredible. Such a 


tariff bill as is described would revive the 
wretched blunder made by the Republican Na- 
tional Convention last year in heedleasly 
adopting the McKinley plank. 

“To advance the rates of a war tariff in time 
of peace and when revenues are excessive 
would amount to the arbitrary taxation of con- 
sumers for the benefit of Trust monopolists, If 
the Republican majority in Congress should 
adopt such a bill there would be no escape from 
party responsibility, since the party now has 
the President and both branches of Congress. 
If it should enact such a measure into a law this 
Winter it might be able next year toocarry afew 
Congressional districts in Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, but nothing to sneak of elsewhere. With 
15-cent oats and 16-cent corn in Kansas and 
other parts of the West the farmers are notina 
mood to have the present prices of glassware, 
hardware, tinware, &c., advanced so as to in- 
crease the profits of combines that are over- 
charging the public now.” 

Like the Globe-Democrat of St. Louis, the 
Chicago Tribune expresses the opinions of a 
great body of Republicans. A sagacious 
politician would not overlook such evidence 
as to the present drift of popular feeling in 
the West as is furnished by the utterances 
of leading party journals and by the recent 
State elections. But it cannot be expected 
that men who regard the Allison bill of last 
session as a model for tariff legislation will 
be drawn from the support of protected 
manufacturers in and out of combinations 
by anything short of a political revolution. 





THE STEAM TROMBONE. 

The disturber of the peace of Scranton, 
Penn., isone of the most determined and re- 
lentless misanthropes ot whom history bears 
record. The very notion of a steam trom- 
bone makes humanity shudder. In its best 
estate the trombone, when inflated merely 
by the unaided power of the human lung 
and its note deepened merely by the extent 
of the human arm, is a somewhat lethal 
utensil. In the hands of an artist and in 
combination with other instruments it may 
be borne and even borne gladly, but un- 
mitigated and alone even the normal trom- 
bone is a thing of dread. Players there be 
who can make it roar as gently as 
a sucking dove, if any sucking dove can 
coo bass, but the common bandsman, being 
unequal to using seven or eight feet of 
brass tubing and not abusing it, is mani- 
fested exclusively in what is technically 
known as the “ carpet-tearing” department 
of his instrument. Archsologists have 
identified the trombone as the Scriptural 
“sackbut,” and thereby supplied the late 
RICHARD WAGNER with a point for his 


hilarious treatise, ‘‘Judaism in Music,” 
which he did not use, being indeed 
greatly given to exercising the lungs 


and elbows of the trombone players in 
his own ,compositions. Perhaps a future 
revision of the Old Testament will show 
that it was net a harp but a sackbut 
which incited the sick SAUL to give a prac- 
tical and exemplary turn to his musical 
criticism. In that case he displayed upon 
the whole a mest commendable moderation. 
Whosoever has inhabited an apartment 
near to that in which a practitioner upon 
the trombone has struggled with the diffi- 
culties of that instrument will agree that 
nailing the student to the wall with a 
javelin is about.the mildest form of expos- 
tulation that is appropriate to the offense. 

But asteam trombone, a steam trombone 
of two hundred horse power, even as a 
freak of the imagination, shows a terrible 
malignity, and the embodiment of such 
cynicism in actual brass, and the pouring 
through it of volumes of sonorous steam, 
show what the statute defining murder 
describes is a depraved mind regardless of 
human life. It is alleged that Nero fiddled 
while Rome was burning. The tyrant was 
disappointed of what would have been a 
treat for him. by dying before the monstrous 
birth of the steam trombone. An Emperor 
who wished that the Roman peeple had but 
one neck that be might strike it off ata 
blow would have been perfectly capable of 
desiring that the Roman people should have 
but one ear that he might operate on it 
with a steam trombone. 

It is asserted that the apphance of tor- 
ture.introduced by this miscreant in Scran- 
ton, against the peace of the people of that 
town and their dignity, is as much more 
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cacophonous than the more familiar calli- F 


ope as the calliope is than any instrument 
properly called musical. The original in- 
ventor of the calliope, in addition to his 
nefarious conduct in inventing it at all, 
deserved specially ill of mankind for neg- 
lecting to provide a wind chest, by which 
neglect it was necessary to play each note 
after a very brief interval, under penalty 
of anexplosion. What manner of diaboli- 
cal mechanism actuates the steam trom- 
bone does not clearly appear, but there is a: 
ghastly possibility that the slide works in 
and out with a regular and infallible stroke- 
like a piston rod, and that the full depth of 
the iniquity of the machine must be sound- 
ed at each recurring oscillation. The ar- 
rangement of music for an instrument of 
such requirements is calculated to unsettle, 
the human intellect, while the performance 
must make the reason of the hearer to totter: 
onits throne. Of course piano effects can- 
not be attained, and the horrors of a two- 
hundred-horse-power fortissimo are the 
continuing éntertainment provided by the 

owner of the contrivance. It appears, and 
we can readily believe, that it was ‘‘ Home, 

Sweet Home,” as performed upon the 
steam trombone, that at last over- 

taxed the forbearance of the people of 
Scranton. Assuredly there has never been a 
more iaw-abiding community. It is almost 
a proof of poverty of spirit that the owner 
of the awful engine is still alive and at 
large, and that his victims have gone about 
to abate his trombone by the mild process 

of injunction, instead of the more appro- 

priate and effective form of a public riot, 

which should not have left a foot of brass 
in the tubing of the instrument, nor one 

limb upon another of its cruel and un- 

usual proprietor. 











The appointment of civilians as Second 
Lieutenants in the army will be revived 
early this year, two names having been al- 
ready selected by President HARRISON to 
be sent to the Senate, and one or two others 
being likely to follow. The vacancies cer- 
tainly exist and advantage can be lawfully 
taken of them. The unusually small num- 
ber of non-commissioned officers examined 
for promotion last year and the unusual 
number of failures among them will furnish 
one explanation. The President was gen- 
erally expected to snap up the extra places, 
especially with the pressure brought upon 
him to promptly distribute this patronage. 
It is to be hoped, however, that moderation 
will be used, inasmuch as a graduating class 
a little larger than usual at West Point or 
an unusual number of deserving Sergeants 
and Corporals in the army regularly makes 
a block in the available places. President 
CLEVELAND during his four years appointed 
only one Second. Lieutenant of the line 
from civil life, if we rightly remember, that 
one coming near the close of his term. 








AKT NOTES. 








The coins, medals, tokens, and specimens of 
currency collected by the late Robert Coulton 
Davis of Philadelphia will be sold by Baugs & 


Co. next month. There will be five afternoon 
sales, beginning at 2 o’clock, Jan, 20, 21, 22, 
23, ana 24. ‘the Washington medals are very 
numerous, but still more remarkable is the 
array of colonial coins and tokens, medals of 
Presidents, Masonic medals, and those struck in 
honor of officers of the Mint, Franklin and Lafay- 
ette medals, army and navy medalsof the United 
States, bank tokens, aud war medals belonging 
to America, Among the colonial is a gold 
doubloon of New-York, dated 1787, which is 
stated by the catalogue to. be one, and that the 
tinest, of five known to exist. It shows a sun 
emerging or setting, half concealed by w range 
of mountains, water in the foreground, but no 
ship. In small letters “Brasher” 1s signed to 
this coat of arms, and about the margin runs 
“Nova Eboraca Columbia Excelsior.” The 
reverse carries a very heraldic eagle of the 
well-known type, With thirteen stars about the 
head. The date and “Unum e Pluribus” runs 
between a wreath of laurel and the edge. A 
New-York cent of 1786 and another of 1787 
tigure among the rare pieces. 

‘The dealers in paintings show certain signs of 
combining together, but they are far from hay- 
ing any concerted plans for the general conduct 
of their business. Recently they madea pro- 
test against firms that associate themselves 
With other persons and form societies for the 
encouragement of art under a statute that per- 
mits such societies to import objects of art 
under bond, exhibit them here, and send 
them back to Europe at the end of six months. 
There are still other rivals, however. The jew- 
elers appear to find pictures useful in making 
their shops attractive. Messrs. Schumann 
have a new Russiau painting of large size and 

orgeous colors pretty much every season. 

Yow ajeweler, bewter kuown on the Bowery, 
who has recently moved to Unilon-square, 
shows a dGispositionto engage iu the sale of 
paintings. Mr. Johnson has arranged a smail 
waliery jn the rear of his shop and hung it with 
works by native and foreign painters. The 
collection runs to modern Spanish artists, 
Urgel, Guinea, Ramirez, Casanova, and others, 
some of them strongly influenced vy the French 
pre-eminence in painting, otbersof the Ro- 
mauo-Spanish variety.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 
Wagner’s “ Lohengrin” was performed at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last evening for the 
first time this season. It served to introduce 
Herr Heinrich Vogl, one of the tenors of the 


company, and a Wagner singer of experience 
and repute. He has been suffering from sick. 
ness since his arrival in America, and cannot 
fairly be said to be at his best yet. Never- 
theless he made a favorable impression last 
evening and bids fair to become a favorite with 
‘this public. 

Herr Vogl is far from being a handsome man, 
but his bearing is manly and dignified. Hig 
voice shows some evidence of the wear and tear 
of long service in the unfavoraply-constructed 
vocal measures of the great German master. 


Yet it is a good voice, containing many beauti- 
ful tones, and of agreeable general quality. The 
singer uses it with mo little judgment, making 
effective use of its better notes, and detlaiming 
the recitative passages with the customary 
skill and intelligence ofa German. He was be- 
yond adoubt the most vigorous and assertive 
Lohengrin seen on the local stage since the 
palmy days of Campanini. 

Herr Vogi’s début was not mado under au- 
spicious circumstance, In addition te his own 
weakened condition, Friiulein Hubn, who was 
the Ortrud, had a fainting tit near the end of 
the first aot; in the second act the top of Ant- 
werp minster folded down over the rose win- 
dow, and was thereafter shaken with inward 
convulsions by a verdant stage carpenter who 
did not kuow enough to let it alone, and 
throughout the performance the nuisances in 
the parterre Doxes, just below the entrance to 
the orchestra on the left of the auditorium, 
talked out loud, with an utter disregard of the 
commonest courtesy, during the entire per- 
formance. Itis a pity that Ward McAllister 
does noé teach hia friends good manners, if he 
is acqualated with them himself. 

The Elsa of the evening was Friulein Wies- 
ner, who contrived to sing out of tune most of 
the time and exhibited an alarming vibrato 
all the time. Herunhappy habit of endeav- 
oring to produce her upper notes as open 
tones sometimes leads to her sending out 
very disagreeable sounds. Friiulein Hubn was 
the Ortrud, and, under the circumstances, her 
performance cannot be criticised. She was 
sick, and that was a sufficient excuse. 

Herr Reichmann was an excellent Telramund, 
deciaiming his vigorous measures with fine 
fervor. Herr Beck was the Herald, a rdle in 
which he is satisfactory, and Herr Behrens was 
& tolerably good King. The chorus did its share 
of the evening’s work passably. Walter Dam- 
rosch conducted and read the ‘vorspiel much 
too slowly and the introduction to the thira acy 
considerably too fast.

It is reported tonight that Marcus Daly, 
Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mnittep, is on his way from Pbila- 
deiphia, and nis arrival may lead 
to a change in the situation. Daly is a 
great personal friend of ex-Gov. Hauser. The 
selection of — instead of Hauser by the 
caucus last nightis likely to put Daly in a bad 
bumor when he gets here.

THE REOORD OF HILLS LAT: 
EST FAVORITE. 
BOLTING AND KNIFING DEMOCRACY’S 
CANDIDATES CONDONED — TREACH- 
\ ERY INDORSED—PRISON STRIPES AP- 
PROVED. 


ALBANY, Jan. 1.—Some fact and a great deal 
of fancy has gone forth to the world since Gov, 
Hill dictated the appointment of the Evening 
‘dimes of this city as the “State newspaper” in 
the place of the Argus, a newspaper whose 
Democracy was the Democracy of Jefferson, 
Jackson, and Tilden, and whose loyalty to its 
party was never questioned. It must be ad- 
mitted that the Governor’s famous campaign 
declaration, “(I am a Democrat,” loses its effect 
in the contemplation of his recent act. 

Many letters have been received from all over 
the country inquiring who Editor Callicat is 
that he should be exalted over Editor Manning. 
Not a fewof these epistles have contained 
queries regarding a ‘‘recoré” of which the 
writers have a dim memory. That record is 
herewith printed, impartial and complete, for 
the first time. It is prefaced with a brief state- 
ment, showing just what Is the size of the bone 
which has provoked discussion. 

According to the present law, which was 
passed in 1885, the Secretary of State, Con- 
troller, and Treasurer shall on or before the 
firat of January in each year designate a dally 
newspaper in the city of Albany in which shall 
thereafter be published .during the year follow- 
ing such designation all appointments of Spe- 
cial Terms, Circuit Court, Courts of Oyer and 
Terminer, General Terms of the Supreme Court 
thereafter mate, and the rules of practice 
thereafter adopted from time to time by the 
Justices of the Supreme Court and the Court of 
Appeals; such publication to be made promptly 
after the announcement and adoption thereof; 
also promptly after their enactment of the 
Various laws of the Btate as filedin the office 
of the Secretary of State; alse all notices 
and advertisements required to be published 
in & newspaper by the Attorney General; also 
ail notices and advertisements required to be 
appar ges in a newspaper by the Superiptend- 

nt of the Insurance Department and by the 8u- 
perintendent of the Banking Department; also 
all notices and advertisements required by law to 
be published in a newspaper in actions against 
all foreign corporations. The rates for such 
publication shall not exceed the legal rates 
provided by law. 

For the two years previous to 1885 there was 
no State paper. In 1883 a bill was introduced 
in the Legislature through the efforts of Editor 
Purcell, of the Rochester Union and Advertiser, 
providing for the repeal of the original act es- 
tablishing a State paper. Previous to that year 
the Argus Company had regularly been given 
State printing for more than Lalf a century, at 
least whenever the Governor was Democratic. 
When the existing administration was of the 
opposite political faith, the prize went to Thur- 
low Weed’s paper, the sAvening Journat, In 
those days the printing embraced notorly all 
that it does under the present law, but also 
every legal paper of any public interest filed 
in the various counties of the State It 
netted the paper possessing It from $30,000 
to $40,000 a year. Mr. Purcell, desiring 
to get a little bit of the State patronage 
for his own paper, got the country editors 
throughout the State to sign a petition, which 
was introduced at the same time with the bill, 
praying that the county printing of legal 
notices be given to papers of the county. This 
was passed by the Democratic Legislature and 
signed by Mr. Cleveland, 

During the two years succeeding it was 
found necessary for some paper to be 
designated where all official Btate notices 
could be found by lawyers and others inter- 
ested. to the law of 1885 was passed, which 
very much curtailed both the duties of the State 

aper and the amount of money received by 
t The Argus Company claims that it has 
never made since the passage of this law mor 
than $4,000 a year, and that it has average 
between $2,500 and that sum. Last year lt was 
about $3,500. Mr. Theophilus C. Callicot, the 
editor of the Times, it is said, means thatit shall 
net him between $8,000 and $10,000, 


MR. CALLICOT’S RECORD. 

Theophilus C. Callicot first appeared in 
the political arena as a Democratic member 
of tne Assembly from the Third District 
of Kings County in 1860. The reputation he 
made there was, according to contemporary 
accounts, by nO means enviable. He was 
defeated for the Legislature the next year, and 
did not again appear in Albany until the Win- 
ter of 1863. The Legislature of that year was 
tied, 64 to 64. There followed in consequence 
one of the hottest, hardest — ever known 
in the history of the State. ore than three 
weeks were consumed before a Speaker was 
finally elected, and only then after a deal in 
which Caliicot betrayed “+ a Party. 
Each party held a caucus Jan, The Repub- 
lisans nominated for Speaker Henry Sherwood 
of Steuben and the Democrats Gilbert Dean of 
New-York. Chauncey M. Depew was talked of 
Subsequently as a compromise, but refused to 
allow the use of his name. Seventy-eight 
ballots were taken without either side suowing 
the slightest signs of wavering. 

On Jan. 16 the Republicans, having come to 
the conclusion that there was little chance either 
of electing their own candidate or of effecting a 
satisfactory compromise with their opponents, 
pitched upon Callicot as the most likely man 
ja the Democratic ranks to serve their purpose. 
It was decided at the caucus held Jan. 16 to 
gupport him unanimously for the Speakership. 
When their — became apparent the Demo- 
orats were wild with rage, and they declared 
that nothing would ever force them to sit 
ander Callicot as Speaker even if he should be 
elected. Threats of personal violence were 
made against him, and it looked for several 
days as if the controversy might lead to blood- 
shed. 

Said the Argus in its columns on thé morning 
of the 17th: 

“The contest for the election of Speaker of the 
Assembly, which has been carried on with great 
eirnestoess on both sides for the last two weeks, 
attained yesterday a point of intense excitement. 
Relying upon the tergiversation of a Democratic 
member the Republicans proposec to abandon their 
own candidate and go into an election at once. Mr. 
Sherwood of Steuben, the original choice of the 
caucus and who had received its vote for seventy- 
eigbt ballots, was thrown overboard, and Mr. De- 
pew ot Westchester was abandoned in order to ac- 
vomplish the arrangement which was to transfer 
the Republican votes en masse to Mr. Callicot of

A NOTORIOUS SPEAKERSHIP FIGHT. 

An adjournment was taken from Saturday, 
the 18th of January, until the following Wednes- 
day, in order to give both parties time to cool 
down and look the ground over. When the As- 
sembly met again on Wednesday night nothing 
had happened during the recess to bring about 


a better feeling. Each party was even more de- 
‘eldea than before to carry out the programme 
that it had laid down for itself. The columns 
of the papers of the day are filled with fears for 
the ulomate outcome of the strugele. Says THE 
TIMES in its correspondence of Jan. 23: “The 
foughs from New-York, Brookiyn, and Albany 
fillea the ee mes of the Capitol to-day 
and waited for Mr. Callicot, against whom 
threats of personal violence were freely 
induiged. He, however, left the Assemb] 
Chamber through the State Library, an 
reached his lodgings safely.” The feeling 
against Mr. Callicot was so astrongin his own 
district that he was hanged and burned in 
ettigy and a public meeting was held in Brook- 
lyn to protest against his action. The time was 
drawing near for the eleotion of a United States 
Sepator, and the Democrats were accused of 
filibustering i> order to prevent the election of 
a Republican «3s a successor to Preston King. 

The record of Mr, Callicott was taken up and 
savagely discussed by the Democrats on the 
very floor of the Assembly Chamber. 

The Albany correspondent of Tue TIMES, in 
his dispatches to this paper dated Jan. 25, de- 
scribing these extraordinary scenes, said: 

**Mr. Thomas C,. Field, the member from New- 
York, in the course of his remarks, while declaring 
Mr. Callicot corrupt and unfit to odoupy the Speak- 
er’s chair, charged that in 1860, when Mr. Callicot 
Was a member of the Judiciary Committee, the

which « gentleman trom this city was largely inter- 
ested, on account of his position as landlord of the 
anti-rent lands. The bill was reported against by 
Mr. Callicot as ‘unfit to pass,’ and Mr, Calljcot 
expressed to the gentleman to whom he (Field) re- 
ferred the opinion that the bill was ‘most unjust 
and improper.’

“Mr. Field, resuming his remarks, said: ‘The 

ereon to whom this letter was sent happened to 
eS out of town at the time it was deliver Three 
days afterward this man Callicot sent to the same 
gentleman requesting the loan of $150. The gen- 
tleman, seeing the object of Callicot, refusedjhim the 
loan. This would have been nothing haa not 
Callicot immediately atter this ocourrence gone into 
the House and vo iu favor of the passage of the 
Dill he had’ before aspect ns¢ as “unfit to 
pass.” He [Field) held this as conclusive evidence 
ot Gorruption and dishonesty on the part of Callicot, 
and he [Field] would pause here to see if Mr. Calli 
cot would move for a committee of investigation.’ 
Mr. Callicot not noticing the charge, Mr, Field’ con- 
tinued his remarks.”

A FRUITLESS INVESTIGATION. 

Mr. Thomas C. Field of New-York introduced 
a resolution into the Assembly which, after 
considerable discussion, was finally adopted, 
for the appointment of a committee of investi- 
gation. This was done with the evident pur- 
pose of quieting the olamorous Democratic 
minority. The work of investigation dragged 
drearily along, the committee being handi- 
oapped in every possible way by the majority 
in the taking of testimony. Its work was lim- 
ited simply to the proceedings that had taken 
— since the beginning of the sessiou, and 
hey were not allowed to inquire into the past 
public career of Mr. Callicot. Finally, in April, 

6 committee made its report, entirely exon- 
erating the Speaker from the charges of fraud 
preforred against him. But there were two 
members of the committee, Abram B. Weaver 
and Saxton Smith, who refused to pass the mat- 
ter so lightly, and they handed in a minority 


.report, which contains the following language: 


Tho evidence allowed to be taken has established 
these leading facts: That Mr, Callicot while a 
member of this House received from Mr. Hamilton 
Harris, a member of the Republican tate Commit- 
og organization theretotore politically opposed 
to Mr. Callicot, the sam of $1,200. That when Mr. 
Harris advanced this money to Mr. Callicot he baq 
LO previous personal — noe with him, had no. 
knowledge of his pecuniary circamstances, and re- 
ovived from him nosecurity for the repayment of the 
alleged Joan. That a draft for the same amount, 
$1,200, was drawn by the Hon. H. BR. Low, Chair. 
man of the Republican State Committee, made pay- 
able to the order of Hamilton Harris, negotiated in 
this city, [Albany,) and paid in New-York Jan, 22 
by Mr. Isaac Sherman, Treasurer of the Republican 
ates Committee, out of the funds of the said com- 
8. 


“ The draft drawn by the Hon. H. R. Low beara 
date Jan. 16, 1863. On the followiug morning Mr. 
Cajlicot was nominated by the Ropubiiosn Part 
as Speaker, and for the first time separated himself 
from the political party with whom he had former- 
ly associated, and by his vote and actions gave the 
Republican Party control of the organi on. 

“In view of all these px po yg ineae so y the in- 
vestigation, the identity of the persoas ongaged i 
the transaction and their subsequent conduct o 
action, the harmony of dates, the agreement of the 
amount drawn by Mr. Low to the order of Mr. Harris 
with the amount paid by Mr. Harris to Mr. 
Callicot, and the surrounding clroumatances, the 
undersigned have arrived atthe conclusion that the 
Charge that the said Theophilus ©. Callicot in the 
month of January, 1863, and after he had qualified 
and taken his seat as a member of this House, re- 
ceived the sum of $1,200 as a consideration and 
Motive for his official action and votes as a member 
aud Speaker of this Assemby 1s fully established.” 


Mr. Callicot was defeated for the Assembly 
tbe next year, receiving only 275 votes, but 
through the influence of nis Kepublican friends 
he was appointed by Secretary Chase as a ape- 
cial cotton agent in the South in 1865, a position 
which be held only a few months. Soon after 
he was appointed Internal Revenue Collector 
in the Third District by President Johnson, but 
he had been in office only a tew months when 
he was charged with fraud and corruption 
against the Government. Sopt. 11, 1867, Tur 
TIMES, after giving the officjal affidavit and an 
authorized statement of the case, said: “‘ Briefly 
put, the facts are these. When Mr. Callicot was 
made the successor of Gen. Pratt there were 
turned over to him the custody of 411 barrels 
of whisky. Atthe present writing not one of 
the aforesaid are in his possession. The question 
naturally arises, ‘Where are they?’ and the 
answer comes back that they were sold to a 3 
Cunningham for 40 cenis per gallon, just $1 6 
less than the Government tax, and nobody—that 
universal scapegoat--knowe who is responsibiet 
tor the transfer, Mr. Tracy, [Benjamin F., the 
presses Seoretary of the Navy,] the indefatiga- 
ble United States District Attorney, has had 
@long pull atda strong pull against the tide 
ot insiders who belong to the ‘ring’ and shared 
the profits of this. immense transaction, and 
although he waited more patiently than aid 
Mary’s storied lamb and more meekly than tbe 
bulrushed Moses, he was finally compelled to 
take issue against the ring and its grand Mo- 
guls or share their odium and thoir profits.” 


CALLICOT SENTENCED TO PRISON, 

After the examination of the evidence against 
Mr. Callicot by the Metropolitan Board of 
Revenue it was the unanimous vote of the 
board that he be placed under arrest. This was 
accordingly done. He was put under $50,000 
bonds and the trial set for October. When tbe 
day for trial arrived the defense was not ready 
to proceed, and it was put over until the Spring 


term of the court. The trial created more than 
the ordinary amount of interest, because of tho 
many whisky frauds which within a couple of 
years had been perpetrated against the Gov-. 
ernment, and also because of the position occu- 
pied by Mr. Callicot. Mr. Callicot was found 
guilty of the charges brought against him, and 
ou Saturday, June 6, 1868, Judge Nelson passed 
sentence upon him as follows: 


‘You have been indicted for being concerned 
with others in defrauding the Government out of 
the tax on distilled spirits. Aftera long and pa- 
tient trial before the court and jury, you have been 
convicted. * * * We do not doubt that your 
own refiections since the trial and the verdict of 
the jury have brought to your mind most, if not all, 
of the matters to which it may not be that the court 
should direct your attention on this occasion. The 
Teflection must have been forced upon you that 
you had been appointed to an important and most 
responsible office oy the favor of the Government, 
with the aid of kind friends, and that you 
had entered upon its duties under circumstances 
and with opportunities of so administering them as 
would have left a lasting record in this community 
to your honor as a citizen and to dee? integrity ana 
faithfulness as a public official. This future, if 
your life was sparéd, was completely within your 
power. You were a gentleman of intelligence, edu- 
cation, experienced in public affairs, and belonged 
to a profession—the profegsion uf the law—whioch 
fitted you peculiarly for the ready and exact dis- 
charge of the duties of the office, 

~ These eminent qualifications have left you with- 
out excuse Tor the unhappy failure; not only with. 
out excuse, but greatly aggravated it, and almost 
extinguished every charitable consideration that, 
under other circumstancés—in the case of an of- 
fonder ignorant and in humble life—might be in- 
dulged. The crime of defrauding the Government 
by corrupting the public officers appointed to col- 
lect the tax upon distilled spirits in this communi. 
ty had prevailed to an unprecedented and alarming 
extent at the time of your appointment as Cullector, 
Many officers had been removed; others had been 

roceeded :against criminally and were awaiting 
heir trial, You had been chosen in the midst of 
this demoralization to purify and re-establish of. 
ficial authority in this branch of the Government, 
and it was within your power to have accomplished 
the task. 

“Your trial and the verdict of the jury furnish 
the evidence ot your lamentable failare; and, not 
only this, but that the crime has multiplied under 
your administration, and, as the A have found, 
with your aid and encouragement. eare not in- 
different to but feel sensibly the desolation whioh 
this conviction, and sentence must pring to your 
home and fireside, Dot 80 much from t 


} 6 extent and 
aggravation of the punishment, but from 
the dishonor that will rest upon your 
Dame and memory. But the law, which 
it is our duty to administer, is no re- 
specter of persons—there are none so high as to 

8 power, 


It remains only for the court to pronounce this 
sentence of the law. The full punishment, under 
the third section of the act of 1867, we regard as 
moderate compared with the aggravation of the 
offense—it is a fine not exceeding $10,000 and im. 
risonment Dot exceed’ ng two years. We feol 
ound to impose the whole of it—the imprisonment 
to be executed in the Albany Poenitentiary—and, in 
addition, to be imprisoned until the fine is paid.” 

Immediately upon his release from the 

enitentiary Mr. Callicot did some little work 
or the American Oyclopedia, but was not 
very successful, and was finally given the po- 
sition of assistant managing editor in the 
Argus office i Measrs. Manning & Cassidy, 
who felt sorry for him. This was an act, by the 
way, which Mr. Manning admitted to the day of 
his death he bitterly regretted. At once there 
was acry from all over the State against the 
Argus for employing ona straight Democratic 
newspaper, and the officixl newspaper at that, a 
convicted criminal. This grew bitterer and bit- 
terer, until finally, after some eighteen months 
had passed, the argus, as @ matter of self-preser- 
vation, had to set him adrift. From that time may 
pe dated the animosity that Callicot thereafter 
displayed against the Cassidys and Mannings, 
not only of that generation yutof the present. 
He has never ceased to malign them, not only 
in his paper but in private, and still he has 
been known, and that as recontly as within a 
couple of months, to go io one of the present 
proprietors of the Argue and ask for financial 
aid. Indeed, letcers are in existence written by 
bim to prominent Cleveland Democrats within 
@ year begging for assistance in keeping bis 
paper afloat. 

After leaving the Argus Mr. Callicot bought 
an interest in the “venting Times and became its 
chief editor. It has always Deen a4 readable, 
clever newspaper, but if has never received 
the respect of the community in_ which it 
is published. As one well-known Repnbilcan 
put it the night after the news ofits recent 
goodluck had been made public: “We have 
always had the /imes when we have been will- 
ing to pay forits support.” During the last 
Presidential cam algn the Democratic State 
Committee, of which Edward pond and Jn, an 
anti-Cleveland Democrat, is Chairman, pur- 
chased regularly a certain number of copies 
of the Times and sent them to the various county 
Chairmen throughout the State. Some of the 
Obairmen, knowing full well the reputation of 
the paper and the man who published it, and 
feeling that its distribution among Democrats 
or Republicans would do more harm than good 
to the cause, piled them up in coruers to molder 
and grow dusty with age. 

HIS OPPOSITION TO TILDEN, 

When Mr. Tilden was nominated for Gov- 
ernor in 1874 be was made to feel the prick of 
the knife that Mr. Callicot has always kept 
sharpened and has wielded with such dexterity.

**The Governor, as Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, Lam gos Foe some shrewdness, but never 
was she special cause of the Democratic victory. 
When he ran for Governor jt was ata time when 
the people throughout the Nation were clamoring: 
for reform, and the Democratic sentiment in the land 
could only lead the way. Any Democrat of a thou- 
cane could have carried the State then.”—May 31,

“Mr. Tilden charges all opposition to himself to 
personal hostility, to envy, jealousy, and every un- 
worthy motive. This charge is without foundation, 
and has no place save in his own diseased imagina- 
tion. If Mr. Tilden shall nominated it wouid be 
against the protest of the acknowledged leadera 
and heads of the Democratic Party of this State, 
and against the gon judgmeyt of the masses of that 
party. = * * It is preposterous to suppose thas 
the maases of the Democratic Party are so ignorant 
and weak-headed as not to see through the shams 
and pretenses of Mr, Tilden, or so wavering ino their 
determination as to yield him their support, or that 
the leaders are 60 idiotic as to give him their contl- 
dence.”—June 20, 1876, (a week before the St. Louis 
Convention.) 

“Tt Mr. Seymour or Mr. Church can be induced 
to sacrifice his personal inclinations and accept the 
nomination for Governor on the same ticket for 
which Mr. Tilden runs for President, there may be 
some ohance of pulling even him through.”—Zhree 
days after the St, Lowis Convention. 

In the succeeding campaign Mr. Callicot did 
not attempt to cover up his chagrin at the 
nomination of Mr. Tilden. During the ex- 
citing time which followed the election 
when for weeks and months the whole country 
was thrown into a fever of alarm as to what 
would be the ultimate outcome of the great 
controversy between the two parties, Mr. Ca)- 
licot continued to bewail the mistake which 
that party had made in ever putting Mr. Tilden 
at the head of the ticket. 


HE SUPPORTS JOHN KELLY. 

In this same year the Zimes bolted the regular 
Democratic tickets for olty, county, and legfs- 
lative officers in Albany County. 

In the Gubernatorial campaign of 1879 Mr. 
Callicot appeared as the stanch supporter of 
Joho Kelly and Tammany, and violently op- 


posed the nomination of Lucius Robinson. He 
used these words in the columns of bis news- 
paper: s 

“Our advice to Democrats is to stand by the 
State ticket, except Robinson, and to vote for John 
Kelly tor Governor.’’—Oct. 13, 1879. 

In 1880 and1881 Mr. Callicot continued to 
do his duty as the editor of a straight Demo-, 
cratic paper by kniting the regular nomi- 
nees of that party in this vicinity, and often- 
timés supporting the Republican tickets. In 
1882 he, a8 had become his wont, bolted all the 
local tickets. Soon after Mr. Cleveland took 
possession of the Executive Chamber, Mr. Man- 
ning was called upoh.to serve him in the 
same capacity as he had Mr. Tilden. Immedi- 
ately the Zimes began to find fault with Mr. 
Cleveland and his conductof the State Govern- 
ment. In 1883 VCallioot aided in the defeat 
of Judge Maynard, the regular Democratic nom- 
inee for Secretary of State. 


THE CAMPAIGN OF 1884. 

During the months preceding the Presiden- 
tial convention of 1884 Mr. Callicot advo- 
cated the nomination of Roswell P. Flower, 
and attacked both Cleveland and _ Tilden. 
June 9 be said of Flower: “His nomi- 
nation will make success sure.” His ani- 


mosity toward Tilden had not grown less, 
with lapse of years, as the following shows: 
“Not only would the nomination of Mr. Tilden 
be a desperate act of which there can be little hope 
of success, but the agitation of his nama is mis- 
chievous. The Democracy needs now to scan its 
available public mén with a bt to choosing among 
them the very best one as fts leader. It has no 
business, inclination, or reason to discuss ghosts, 
shadows, or impracticables. It is not patriotic for 
aaa to pose as acandidate now.’’—March 6, 
884. 


Then with might and main he entered the 
lists against Mr. Cleveland. ‘he following are 
afew quotations taken from the pages of the 
dimes of that year: 

“The world will move on; the party will move on— 
but Gov. Cleveland will be forgotten. The remains 
will be left in the Executive Chamber till the close 
of the executive term; then they will be very, very 
quietly interred at Buffalo.”—Jfarch 18, 1883. 

“Gov. Oleveland, being the favorite of the Repub- 
licans and dudes, the Democrats will do better to 
nominate @ man who is popular with the Democ- 
racy.”’—June 12, 1884, f 

“It is also evident that if Cleveland should be 
nominated and should receive as large a vote asin 
1882, yet if Blaine should reoeive as large a vote as 
Garfield received in 1880, Cleveland would be 
beaten over 20,000, Men and brethren! These are 
the cold facts, and we may as well look them sqnare 
in the faoe. If we ure going to carry the State 
against Blaine we must nominate a Demoorat who 
can bring the whole Democratic vote to the support 
of the ticket, as Seymour used to do, If we cater to 
Republican dudes we shall fail.”—June 13, 1884. 

“Evenin the tidal year (1882) Gov. Cleveland 
failed to poll his fall Democratic vote. Had he done 
80 his majority would have been 240,000."—June 

After the convention had been held and Cleve- 
land had received the nomination, Callicot pro- 
ceeded to support him by severely eriticisin 
various acts of Mr. Cleveland’s since he bh 
become Governor, and reprinting in full from 
the New-York Sun day after day long articles 
full of invective against the Democratic nom- 
inee. In fact, the Albany editor and the New- 
York editor leaned very heavily upon one an- 
other during that campaign, and what malicious 
thing one couldn’t suggest against Cleveland 
the other was certain to, 

The next year Callicot supported Hill for re- 
election. Indeed, it may be said that Hill 1s the 
only man, Democrat or Republican, whom he 
has consistently supported. 


KNIFING RIGHT AND LEFT. 

In 1886 this ‘‘Democratioc editor’ again arew 
his knife and proceeded to plunge it into Nioh- 
olas T. Kane, the regular Democratic candidate 
for Congress in this district. Healso bolted the | 
county and legislative tickets. 

The following year, 1887, he opposed Gen. 
Charles Tracey, another Democrat, regular- 
ly nominated to succeed Mr. Kane, upon 
the jatter’s death. He also opposed Norton 


Chase, the Democratic nominee for State Sen- 
ator, and ee . Russell, the Republican, 
whose chief claim to support appears to have 
been that he had money and was not at all 
adverse 'to spending jit in getting pimoert 
elected to the Legislature. ae Demoocratio 
city ticket likewise came in for a share 
of the Times's most distinguished consideration. 
In 1888 the Times continued its attacks upon Mr, 
Cleveland and his Administration. It took up 
the cry of “free trade” as an argument against 
his renomination. 

The campaign was simply a repetition of 1884 
so far as Callicot’s conduct toward the leaders 
waa concerned. He pretended to support 
Cleveland with Hill, but he was a prominent 
figure in the trading schemes which resulted in 
the defeat of Cleveland and the victory of Hill. 

In 1889 the 7imes supported Hill and bolt- 
ed Jacob H. Clute, the regular Democratic 
nominee for Gounty Judge in thiscounty. It 
supported John ©. Nott, the so-called “ Citi- 
zons’ "nominee, who was indorsed by doth 
Republisan factions. Nott partisipated in the 
Republican campaign councils, subséribed to 
the Republican campaign fund (amount said 
to bo $2,000) to make up a pool of $30,000, 
used against all the Democratic nominees, State 
ang local, Nott mado speeches against Nich- 
olas T. Kane, in 1886, for Congress, and against 
Tracey in 1887.

THE ARGENTINE NAVY. 





ITS STRENGTH TO BE INCREASED BY 
A NUMBER OF NEW.WAR SBIPS. 


BUENOS AYRES, Nov. 26.—La Prenza gives an 
account of the measures taken by the Argoutine 
Government for increasing the strength cf her 
navy. The Government has contracted, through 
its official agents in Europe, for the construc- 
tion of the following war ehips: Oné iron- 
clad of 7,000 tons displacement, two of 2,000 
tons each; two steel-plated cruisers of 5,000 
tons each and one of 3,500 tons, two corvettes 
of 1,800 tons each, four torpedo chasers of 500 


tons each, and fourteen torpedo boats of the 
firat and second class. 

Some of these vessels are already built, and 
the rest are in course of construction. The 
total cost will exceed $9,000,000 in gola. The 
bt gen of the respective classés of vessels are of 
the most advanced description of naval con- 
struction. When delivered, which will be be- 
fore the end of 1892, the sea-going navy 


of the Argentine Republic will consist 
of fifteen fighting sbips and two  trans- 
ports. For the defense of tbe rivers 


the Government will have at its disposal ten 
gunboats and similar craft, one transport, three 
dispatch boats, twenty torpedo bouts of differ- 
ent sizes, the flotilla of the Rio Negro and of 
Bermejo, and, in case of need, floating batteries, 
which can be armed with faeility in the arsenal 
of Zarate, as has been already demonstrated, 
in a practical Manner. 

The fleet will be distributed, therefore, in 
three divisions, one seagoing, another for river 
servico, and the third consisting of torpedo 
boats, und the command will be given to Com- 
modores Don Daniel de Solier, Don Clodomiro 
Uribey, and Don Ceferind Ramirez Sefor Mar- 
tin de Guerrico, who is also to be raised to 
the rank of Commodore, will be given 
the charge as Director General of Workshops 
and Arsenals. The sbips of the line of tue first 
class will be commanded by Captains of the 
bavy., those of the second olass by frigate 
Captains, and those of the third class by Lieu- 
tenants of the navy. Admiral Don Bartolomé 
L. Cordero will remain at the head of the gon- 
eral command. 

At different points of the coast and on the 
rivers will be established depots of provisions 
and war and naval supplies. The naval school 
for officers will be reorganized, and there will be 


-pnother established for seamen, the Govern- 


ment giving, besides, freg instraction, to a cer- 
tain number of Argemuin§ youths wif are de- 
sirous of studying mechanical science. 

The war vessels of all classes can be equipped 
and repatred in national dooks. 

Tne National Government has been author- 
ized by a vote of the Legislature to expend 
$1,000,000 on the construction of an tmmi- 
grants’ home which will be able to give shelter 
to 8,000 persons. 

Congress has approved the project of Mr. 
Brickest for the establishment of a direct sub- 
marine cable between the Argentine se pean 
and Europe, and a concession with privileges 
has been granted to him. 

Mr. William Northon, representative of a 
syndicate of manufacturers organized in New- 
York, ia here with the object of establishing in 
the republic several textile and 011 factories. 
It ts stated that the syndicate has at ite dis- 
posal for these purposes $16,000,000. 

The Senate of the province of Santa,F6 has 
granted a concession to Sefior Juan L, Hegui, 

naranteeing 5 per cent. interest on a capital of 
$33,000,000 for the éstabiishment in the 
said province of sugar mills of' a oa- 
pacity of at least 16,000,009 pounds 
of raw sugar, of a sugar refinery in connection 
with the foregoing of a capacity of 10,009,060 
pounds of raw sugar, of large agricustural an- 
terprise for the cultivation of beet root in order 
to aupriy the raw sugar, and of a factory in

HORATIO ALLEN. 

Horatio Allen, who took a most prominent 
part in the development of steam as a motive 
power in the early part of this century, and 
who ran the first locomotive ever propelled over 
a track in this country, died yesterday morn- 
ing at his residence, ‘“* Homewood,” near South 
Orange, N. J. He was eighty-eight years old. 
He was born in Schenectady. His father was 
Dr. Allen, the head of a large school at Hyde 
Park, on the Hudson. 

Mr. Allen was graduated from Columbia Col- 
lege about 1820, taking high honors in mathe- 
matics. He at once turned his attention to civil 


engineering, and a few years later entered 
the service of the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company, the great engineering enterprise of 
the time. In January, 1828, he went to Eng- 
land and purchased three locomotives for that 
corporation. Two of them were nding dng George 
Stephenson at Newoastle and one by Foster, 
Rastrick & Co. at Stourbridge. They arrived 
in New-York in the Winter of 1828-9 and 
were at once set up, but, the river and canal 
being closed by ico, it was not until the open- 
ing of navigation in the Spring of 1829 that ac- 
cess was had to the railroad which had been 
= for the experimental trip at Honesdale, 
enn. 

The line ran from the town to a point about 
three miles away, terminating in the woods. 
The road was formed of rails of hemlock tim- 
ber in sections, 6 by 12 inches, supported by 
cape of timber 10 feet from centre to centre, 
On the surface of the rail of wood was spiked 
the railroad iron—a bar of rolliron 2% inches 
wide and half an inch thick. Fears were ex- 
nressed = the crowd that had gathered to seo 
the trial that the road would either break down 
under the weight of the locomotive or that, 
when the onecurve was reached, the locomotive 
would not keep the track. The engine was 
called the “Stourbridge Lion.” 

Mr. Allen in 1884 wrote the following account 
of the trip: 

“When the time came and the steam was of the 
right pressure and all was ready, I took my position 
on the platform of the locomotive alone, and with

In September, 1829, Mr. Allen went to 
Charleston, 5. C., as the chief engineer of the 
South Carolina Railroad, andit was on his rec- 
ommendation that locomotives were there sub- 
stituted for horse powér, Mr. Allen stating in 
his report to the Directors on the subject that 
there was ‘‘no reason to expect any material 
improvementin the breed of horses, while, in 
my judgment, the man is not living who knows 
what the breed of locomotives will place at 
command.” 

Mr. Allen remaired in Charleston for some 
years. He married, in 1834, the danghter of 
the Rev. James Dewar Simons. Returning to 
New-York he became the President of the Nov- 
elty Iron Works, which built many of the 
steamers of the Collins and Pacific Mail Lines, 
He also took part in the erection of High Bridge

“Allen paper wheel,” which is used a great 
deal in this country, especially under sleeping 
cars, was his invention.

‘HENRY R. PIERSON, LL. D. 

Henry R. Pierson, LL.D., died at his home in 
Albany yesterday. On Thursday last he was 
taken ill with the prevalent Kussian influenza, 
which brought on an attack of capillary bron- 
chitis and resulted in death. 

Henry R. Pierson was born in Charleston, 
Montgomery County, N. Y., June 13,1819. In 
early life he had no advantages, unless the de- 
velopment of his physical power by work on a 
farm can be so called. It was not until he was 
twenty-one that he was able, by his own efforts, 
to enter upon the achievement of his natural 


purpose to secure a liberal education. To 
secure money to go to college he taughtin the 
Washington Academy at Salem, entered Union 
College, Schenectady, in 1843, and was grad- 
uated in 1846. This was the golden age in the 
long history of the college, when Dr. Nott was 
still in possession of his transcendent power to 
instruct. 

After graduation, he studied law with Little 
& Campbell of Cherry Valley, and tnen with 
Gilbert M, Speir of New-York. In 1848 he was 
admitted to the bar, and formed a partnersbip 
with the Hon. Abijah Mann, which continued 
for years. From 1849 to 1869 he lived in 
Brooklyn, where he served as a member of the 
Board of E:iucation and as President of the 
Board of Aldermen. In 1866 he was elected 
State Senator from his district, and served 
with marked ability. From 1860-69 he was the 
President of the Brooklyn City Railroad. Then 
he went to Chicago as finanofal agentof the 
Northwesterh Railroad Company; later, was 
wade its Vice President, and filled the position 
for two years. Thén he took up his residence in 
Albany as Executive Director of the Central 
Ratiroad. In 1875 he established his sucsess- 
og banking business, served in the Assembly 
n 1879 as Chairman of the Committee on 
Cities and on the Com@o!ttee on Railroads. 

{n edugational matters he had been very act- 
ive. In 1870 he was elected a Trustee of Union 
College, of the Albany Medical College, and the 
Dudley Observatory. In 1872 the Legislature 
elected him a regent of the University of the 
State of New-York to succeed the Hon. Erastus 
Corning, and in consequence he resigned his 
other Trusteeships. In 1878 he was elected 
Vice Chancellor in the place of Erastus C. Ben- 
edict, who was then elected Chancellor, and in 
1881, when Mr. Benediot died, he was elected 
Chancellor, which place he had since filled. 

During late years he spent muoh time on his 
magnificent farm near AlDany, and was as ex- 
pert in practical farming as in matters of 
finance and education... He was by nature 
hearty, vigorous, genial, yet aggressive. In ap-

FREDERICK JUENGLING. 

Frederick Juengling, one of the best-known 
artistic engravers of this country, died Tuesday 
morning from acute bronchitis, after an iliness 
of two days, at 51 West Nineteenth-street. Mr, 
Juengling was subject to chronic diabetes, and 
had’ just returned from Europe, where he had 
undergone treatment at Carlsbad and in Italy. 
The cola that caused his death did not appear 
until Sunday morning. 

Mr. Juengling was born in Leipsic, Germany, 
in 1846, and came to this country when about 
fourteen years old. He commenced engraving 


for Harper Brothers, and when twenty-three 
years of age xe wentinto the engraving busi- 
ness for himself, furnishing illustrations for 

eriodicals and books in this city and in Boston. 

6 went into the printing business about 1870 
but failed tinancially. But his creditors ha 
confidence in his integrity, and he proved him- 
self worthy of their trust by setting diligently 
to work, and in a few years paid off the entire 
amount of hia indebtedness. 

Mr. Juengliing was in the employ of Frank 
Leslie when his work attracted the attention 
of the Ucntury people, and his first important 
engraving wds the cutting of drawings by 
William Kelly for an article in At. Nicholas en- 
titled ‘“‘A Horse Hospital.” The remarkable 
feature of the reproduction then was that it 
was a fac simile of the artist’s work and showed 
that the original was made upon paper and in 
“auche. This breaking away from the oid 
method of simply alming to reproduce the idea 
and not the exact work of the artist marked 
the beginning of the new era of Leg hy or, 
as it became then, cutting on wood for ilius- 
tration. Mr. Juengling was one of the leaders 
in this school, which began ite work about sev- 
enteen years ago. 

About ten years ago Mr. Juengling began to 
study in the Students’ Art League of this city, 
of whioh later he was President. There he pre- 
pared himself for his later work in water colors 
and in ojl. While in Italy he received a letter 
from the league acknowledging ite indebtedness 
to him for his work in its behalf. Mr, Jueng- 
ling was also a member of the Salamagundi. In 
1882 he received from King Ladwig of Bavaria 
the only gold medul given for engraving in the 
national exhibit at Munich, and in the Paris 
Salon of 1886 he was given honorable mention. 

Mr. Juengling eaves no children. The funeral 
will take place frum 185 West Eighty-second- 
street, at 2 o’olock this afternoon. The inter- 
ment will be at Woodlawn.

THE REV. H. C. MACDOWALL. 

The Rev. Harry U. Macdowall died last even-" 
ing at the rectory of St. Agnes’s Church, 141 
East Forty-third-street, after an iliness of one 
week.

; Ithas been the custom for mapy years to 
spread .on New Year’s Day sumptuous tables 
in places where liquors are .sold. Yesterday 
(was NO exception to the rule, and from the cor- 
er gintuill to the elegant resorts of high- 
toned drinkers there was offered to the 
jwandering pleasure seeker a ituncheon 
that .would appease the most voracious 
appotite. Nor was it necessary for the visitor 
to these numerous places of cheer to purchase 
rinks in order to obtain something to eat. The 
gfempting feast prepared by each hotel was 
offered in good faith to all comors, and the man 
avho bought little received the same treatment 
as hs who purchased a great deal. If the 
former wus not so welcome as the latter there 
jwes no evidence of the fact in the treatment of 
guesis by either the proprietors or the servants. 
' A tour ofall the principal places where free 
funches were served showed that, while the 
jeffort at display was considerably less than 
jthat of last New Year’s Day, the substantial 
edibles were as numerous, as varied, and as 
bundant as at any previons time. At the 
Wiorton House Proprietor Vernam spread a 
Sumptuous table, the most conspicuous orna- 
mental piece of which was the Washington 
Memorial Arch in nougat, with « company of 
soldiere marching beneath it. It was hand- 
gome cnough to encourage patriotic citizens to 
wenewed efforts of subscription to the real 
jaremorial arch, and the only thing in connec- 
{tion with it that was to be regrottea was that it 
could not be eaten. This regret, however, was 
only temporary, for the miniature arch was 
g@urrounded with pyramids of quail, heaps of 
partridges, mounds of boned turkey and pite

All were welcome, and the man with a 
shabby coat was permitted to eat as much aud 
as long as the most exquisitely-dreseed man 
about town. As the table was depleted it was 
constantly replenished from the store room, 
jend at the end of the day there was atill 
enough left to furnish a free dinner to the Dis- 
‘triot Messenger boys in the evening. 
> Mr. Vernam is particularly proud of the mes- 
gengers, and finds no little satisfaction in the 
\Zact thatin the three years which he has fur- 
\nished this dinner he has never noticed a single 
\boy misbehave in any way. The general hos- 
itality ofthe Morton House was observable 
i ail the places where free lunches were 
epread. Evenin the high-priced and artistic 
offman House many persons were noticed

MANSFIELDS PLUCKY FIGHT.

A PERMANENT SERVICE RENDERED TO 
LONDON MANAGERS. 

It needed an American actor of energy to 
fight the battle of the English managers with 
the London County Council, and Richard Mans- 
field appeared on the scene justintime. For 


many years the ‘tenants of London theatres 


have been required to make alterations or {m- 
provements in the houses which they leased on 
the order of the County Council They have 
bitterly protested that the owners of the the- 
atres and not they were responsible for such 
changes, but having made the protest they have 





meekly obeyed the order of the Council, and in- 
vested thf} iaoney to improve other people's 
property 

About a year ago Mr. Mansfield leased the 


Globe Theatre tn London for a year, and it was 
not long after his tenancy began before be was 
made ee a aware of the condition of 
affairs that had been brought about by the 
weak-kneed policy of the English managers. 
Last Spring he was served with a notice from 
the County Council requiring him as lessee to 
make fourteen structural changes in the Globe 
Theatre, including the construction, of new 
exits and flights of stone stairs and the 
removal of certain seats. (The changes 
and improvements ordered -would have in- 
volved an expenditure of between 23,00U 
and £4,000, and would ractically have 
made anew theatre ofthe Globe. Mr. Mans- 
field was somewhat startled at first, but he soon 
recovered and promptly refused to pay any at- 
tention to the notice. He held that the owner 
of the Globe, tue Earl of Kilmorey, was the 
only person upon whom the Council had any 
rightto make sach a demund, if it had the right 
to make it at all. He was confronted with a 
long list of precedents proving that in the past 
no lessee of a London theatre had dared to defy 
the authority of the Council, but the precedents 
did not frighten him. He held manfuily to his 
position and dared the Council tomove him 
from it. 

Mr. Mansfield was then threatened with 
fines and penalties for maintaining a theatre not 
constructed according to the rules of the Coun- 
oil; but be stood firm. He placed the matter 
in the hands of his solicitors, and continued to 
play Gloster in the unreconstructed “Globe. 
This condition of affairs continued when he 
left England last Fall, the fight still raging in 
the courts. The news of his victory has just 
reached America. On Dec. 19 the Council torm- 
ally withdrew from the litigation, announcing 
its conversion to Mr. Mansfield’s position, that 
its power of proceeding, 1f it had any, was 
against the owners of theatres and not against 
the lessees. Mr. Mansfield’s plucky fight has 
won for London managers what they never 
had the courage to win for themselves, 





NEW YEAHS TRADE. 
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SALES GENERALLY SATISFACTORY TO 
THE MERCHANTS. 


The New Year's trade in the provision mar- 
kets has ganerally been very satisfactory to the 
merchants. There was an excellent demand 
for all kinds of poultry, chickens, turkeys, 
ducks, and geese, both live and killed, and al- 
though wholesale prices advanced more than 
they have done for a long time, the goods were 
readily sold. Game continued to be popular, 
and rabbits, that were almost a drag in the 
market, were bought up so rapidly that they, 
too, advanced in price. 

Whatever fruita there were in the market also 
sold well. Cranberries for sauce have been in 
demand everywhere. The demand for this 

opular acid berry has been steadily growing 
‘or some three weeks, and commission mer- 
chants for once can afford to snub the retail 
grocers who may dare to offer less than the full 
market prices. Superior apples have also been 
sold in large numbers, } 

There has been an advance in the prices of 
fine Fiorida oranges, but mandarins and tanger- 
ines, having arrived in larger quantities, have 
become cheaper-—-at least the retail fruit dealers 
are now paying less for tpeir stoc. Some of 
the orange growers in Florida are beginning to 
find out that the glittering promises of the wen 

ho declared that they could get larger prices 
orthe growers by selling their oranges at 
auction are not being kept, ope omplaints are 
already being made in the Florida newepapers 
that the interests of growers have been out- 
rageouely neglected by the auction men.

WAITING FORREFORMLAWS 


JERSEY CITY ANXIOUS ABOUT 
THE LEGISLATURE. 
PROBABLE “INVESTIGATION BY A SEN- 
ATE COMMITTEE — GOV. ABBETT’S 
APPOINTMENTS. 


Jersey;City opened the glad new year very 
The city and county offices were 





‘The newspapers did not issue. ‘Lawyers left 
their offices ‘looked. % Even ithe .house of the 
'Hudson Democratic Society was not frequented, 
iand the saloons did alight business. Many peo- 
ple took .ocoasion to go out of town and others 
to stay at home. Everybody appeared glad of 
‘the opportunity to keep out of the busier.and 
dirtier portion of the town. 
; Politically, the people are waiting to see 
‘what the new Legislature and: State Govern- 
‘ment are going to do.about it. They cannot 
‘even talk of the Spring election until they 
‘know that. The recent recount in the case of 
‘Nelson .against Pairson, candidates for Free- 

older, has confirmed many‘of the charges of 
fraud in the election and.sharpened expectancy 
‘regarding future developments. The only 
other recount proposed, that in the case of 
Roche against Bruggemon, candidates for 
Director at Large, hangs fire, though Mr. Roche 
is eager enough to push it. But the task.of a 
‘recount of all or a considerable part of the 
\wotes of the county is a big one and expensive, 
and there appears to be great legal.delay in the 
‘matter. 

The new Legislature will convene Jan. 14, 
when it is. likely that a committee will be ap: 
;pointed to investigate the Hudson County elec- 


ition frauds. Mr. William 8. Stuhr is expected 
tto.contest the Hudson County sesut in the-Sen- 
tate with E. F.. McDonald, which will make such 
Anvestixation inecessary if it were not pretty 
sure to be ordered on general grounds. A Sen- 
‘ate. committee will havé full powers not only to 
jsend for persons and papers and examine wit- 
inesses .on oath, but also to examine the ballot 
iboxes and recount the votes. Such an investi- 
gation, therefore,may easily develop into a grand 
inquisition, and it seeins possible that it may 
lay bare the facts about one of the crookedest 
felections.ever held in any county. Should the 
‘facts warrant it the Republican Senate woulda 
,of course seat Mr, Stuhr, the fusion candidate, 
4nstead of McDonald, and in case that were 
‘done Mr. Roche would also be likely to got the 
‘oftice to which he has no doubt he was elected, 
'The prospect that any of the Republican and 
i asiok candidates for the Assembly who are be- 
‘lieved to have been counted out would get their 
seats 1s less hopeful, for the majority of the 
Assembly is opposed to them politically. 

The question of ballot reform seems certain 
to take the precedence In legislation, It has 
been proposed that the Republican Senators 
should, on the meeting of the Legislature, sus- 
pend all ether business une a thorough ballot 
eform bill has been passed. Whether this will 

e the Kane bill of last session or not is uncer- 
\tain. Mr. William P. Douglass of Jersey City is 
ynderstood to be at work.on a bill which may 
And favor with the Republicans, In any event, 
the bill adopted ts likely to conform to the prin- 
ciples of the Australian system. On the other 
jhand, the Democrats will undoubtedly have a 
ibill of t which tne Assembly will 


jpass. The two bills will afford an oppor- 
unity for a dead-lock, which can be used 


to defeat any legislation on the subject 
But such defeat will hardly be accepted 
by the public quietly. The need of real 


‘ballot reform is too great, and the legis 
of what is essential in a measure is too gener 
‘to permit any party to escape responaibility 
which stands on a technicality. In the cam- 
paign last Fall the candidates of both parties 
were generally pledged toa reform measure 
which should include secret voting, an officia 
‘ballot, and the right of nomination petition. 
The county conventions of both parties in 
Hudson adopted resolutions from the Hudson 
County Ballot Reform Association lodging 
their candidates to the Legislature, if elected, 
© vote for a measure including those provis- 
ons Any attempt by either party to make an- 
other sort of bill the excuse for not passing a 
bill with these provisions will therefore be sim- 
ply a breach of faith. The Republicans, 80 far 
as Hudson County is concerned, have nothing 
to gain by violating their pledge, and Gov. Ab- 
‘bett is likely to be held responsible, with some 
justice, for any violation of it by the Democrats. 
Apy attempt at violation of the pledge ought 
to be the occasion for demonstrations in every 
art of the State. If the interest of the public 
nthe subject has not been overestimated, the 
people will be heard from if ballot reform legis- 
ation is likely to fail. 

When the Legislature meets on Jan. 14 it will 
receive a message from Gov. Green. The retir- 
ing Governor has the privilege and duty of 
sending such a mossage, but he may not make 
appointments. According to oustom Gov. 
Green will retire on the next Monday night, and 
on Tuesday (Jan. 21) Gov. Abbett will be in- 
augurated. For part of one day between Gov. 
Green’s retirement and Gov. Abbett’s inaugura- 
tion the State will be without a Governor. On 
one occasion a man named Michgel Smith was 
installedin the Governor's office for the time be- 
tween the retirement of one Governor and the 
incoming of another, and Smith has since car- 
ried the title of “Governor,” though the whole 
thing was a joke. 

When Gov. Abbett is inaugurated he will de- 
liver an addreas which will difter from a m@s- 
sage in form rather than in substance. He will 

robably give a good deal of attention to the 
Etate finances and discuss ballot reform, though 
phe Senate may have passed a ballot-reform bill 

efore thas time. 

Gov. Abbett’s appointments are already dis- 
cussed with interest in Jersey City, especially 
among the lawyers. He will have during his 
term the appointment of three of the nine 
Justices of the Supreme Court. The three 
Justices whose terms expire are Chief Justice 
Mercur Beasley and Associate Justices Edward 
W. Soudder and Kennet Van Syckie. The two 
first named are not likely to be reappoint- 
ed on account of their age, although both 
stand high, and appear to be as capable of good 
work as ever. The third, Justice Van Syckle, is 
young enough for reappointment, but it is be- 
lieved in some quarters that he will be retired 
with the others. For successor to Chief Justice 
Beasley Judge Knapp is mentioned, and in that 
case a Jersey = lawyer, Abram Q, Garretson, 
is mentioned for Judge Knapvp’s place. For the 
other Supreme Court position or positions, 
Gov. Green aud Andrew Kirkpatrick, Law Judge 
of Essex County, are mentioned. It‘is said that 
the bar would not receive the annosacemont 
of either of these appointments wits enthusi- 


asm. 

Yhe Supreme Court of New-Jersey bas the 
contidence of the people.

OVER THE NEW BRIDGE. 


A TRAIN RUNS FROM STATEN ISLAND TO 
NEW- JERSEY. 


The first train was run yesterday over the 

Arthur Kill bridge from Staten Island into New- 
Jersey. Erastus Wiman stood at the throttle of 
‘the engine during the transit, which was ac- 
eomplished with a volume of tooting both on 
‘the structure and in the stream below which 
was limited only by the capacities of the engine 
and a tugboat, and a full-lunged chorus of 
oheers from two carloads of passengers and 
numerous Bquads of native spectators who had 
been waiting near the bridge for the flag-decked 
train. Inoidental to the occasion crowds were 
gathered at tho various Staten Island railway 
stations from St. George to Erastina, and the 
company aboard the train pledged success to 
the enterprise thus launched with toasts and 
speeches. 
, It was on the whole a modest celebration, 
‘considering its significance. The officers of the 
Staten Island Rapid Transit Ratlroad Company, 
who managed it, called it a trip of inspection. 
Nearly all of the party on the train consisted 
of Staten Islanders who had stood by the enter- 
prise from its inception, among them President 
J. Frank Emmons, Chief Engineer Charles 
Aockenheir, who built the bridge; Secretary 
William eutgen, Paymaster W. H.. Prali, 
Lawyers Maocfarlan and Boardman, who 
piloted the enterprise through its tortuous legal 
and legislative channels; General Passenger 
Agent R. W. Pollook, Extine Norton, President 
of the Louisvilje and Nashville; Major Clarence 
Barrett, P. H. Marshall, General Freight Accent 
in New-York of the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
Frank A. Gannon, General Superintendent of 
the Staten Island Road. 

The train left St. George at 11 o’clock, with 
Conductor Jonp King in charge and James 
o’Connor and James Fitzpatrick in the engine 
cab. It was a comparatively short run to tho 
bridge—five and one-quarter miles from St. 
George—and there the first stop was made to 
enable Mr. Wiman to climbinto the cab. After 
a stop midway of the bridge long enough to 
dispose of all the noise available the trip was 
continued to Orandall Junction, N. J., where 
the tracks of the new line run into those of the 
Jersey Central ad. The trip homeward en- 
abled several officers and friends of the road to 
express themselves in speeches and for Mr. 
Wiman to contribute to the occasion an eloquent 
review of difficultics overcome and to fore- 
cast with — y happy effect the possibilities 
opening before Staten wane, with trains from 
the West discharging directly on shipboard and 
loading directly from the ships at the wharves 
now nearly completed at St. George. 

Although the new bridge was completed in 
June, 1888, about fifteen months after it was 
begun, the opening had to be deferred unti) 
pessescer becavae the anpeonshen could not be 

nished. The land isso low and swampy that 
14 was necessary to build 6,000 feet of trestle on 
the Staten Island side and 4,000 feet on the 
New-Jersey side. Altogether there are two 
miles of elevated structure. The bridge is of 
fron and is 800 feet long, the draw taking up a 
epan of 500 feet, with spans of 150 feet each on 
elthor side.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIBRE. 





JOCOB NEW’S FACTORY BUILDING DAM- 
AGED TO THE EXTENT OF $202,000, 


The five-story brick factory building 617 to 627 
West Fifty-second-street, which is owned by 
Jacob New, the ribbon merchant of 477 Broad- 
way, and was ocoupied by five manufacturing 
firms, was on fire yesterday morning and nar- 


rowly escaped complete destruction. Chief 
Bonner, however, managed matters 80 well that 
a dozen engines summoned by three alarms 
held the fire to the two upper stories, and the 
loss, although large, is less than one-half of that 
of the structure and its contents. 

New put up the buildings in 1885 and equipped

The 
latter had about 250 looms and a very valuable 
stock, and between 600 and 700 persons were 
employed by all the concerns, 

At 10:30 o'clock yesterday morning Mr. 
James Nightingale of the Liberty Silk Works 
went to the factory to see if everything was in 
was astounded at 
seeing smoke welling trom the basement, and 
discovered that a fire had started and was rag- 
ing in the dye room of the rug and carpet 
worke. As he was about to turn in an alarm 
Mr. New’s fireman, Charles Fechtler came out 
of the engine room apparently ignorant of the 
fire, ond on learning of it from . Nightingale 
dashed back like a crazy man and was not seen 
again, but was supposed to have made the boil- 
ers safe and to have gone home. The first alarm 
was Struck at 10:35, and the three engines that 
came had barely begun to throw water when 
the Hames inthe basement reached the base of 
the elevator shaft and shot up it so quickly 
that at 10:40, when athird alarm was struok, 
they wera at the roof and spreading laterally in 
the “charged” atmosphere of the fourth and 
fifth tloora. Fortunately, the shaft proved to 
be a solid chimney for the flames, and the fire- 
men were abie not only to drown out the tire at 
its base, but get on the tirst, second, and third 
floors. The work of drowning out the tire on 
the two upper floors was tedious, but at noon 
the fire was under control, and an hour later it 
was out, 

The fire ravaged Vanliew & Deforest’s place, 
and few of the looma can be used again, while 
their stock, manufactured and raw, was almoet 
wipéd out. Making every ailowance for sal- 
vage, their loss is from $135,000 to $145,000. 
Morrison’s loss is $1,500, that of the Eaton 
Manufacturing Company $500, the Persian Rug 
and Carpet Works lose $8,000, and E. IL Mabler 
& Co. $25,000, The building and machinery 
oan be repaired for $22,000. These estimates 
foot up $202,000, ‘he insurance will not cover 
the losses.

THE YEAR THAT HAS GONE 


IT WAS REMARKABLE IN VA- 
RIOUS WAYS. 
UNUSUALLY WARM AND WET—OITY STA- 
TISTICS—IN THE BUSY EXCHANGES— 

IMMIGRATION, 


The year that has just ended ts remarkable in 
being the warmest and the wettest known 
since the establisiment of the Signal Service in 
1871. The annual mean temperature is about 
53°, the excess of heat being in the Spring and 
Winter months. In January the average mean 
was 36.2°; in February, 26.6°; in Maroh, 39.9°; 
in April, 50°; in May, 60°; in June, 68.89; in 
Juls, 73.69; in August, 71.5°; in Beptember, 
65.8°; im October, 52.1°; in November, 46.9°; 
in December, about 40°. 

Christmas Day was the warmest Christmas by 
13 degrees known in the annals of the Signal 
Service, and it was the warmest day by 4 de- 
grees of any ever known in December. The 
next warmest year to 1889 was 1878, when the 
annual mean temperature was 52.9°. . The rain- 
fall for the year has been more remarkable than 
even the heat. It reached the unprecedented 
depth of 58.68 inches, whereas the next highest 
rainfall on record was in 1884, when 55,34 
inches fell. In 1888 the rainfell was only 52.95 
inches, but even at that it wasabout9 inches in 
excess of the average. Last year the average 
was exceeded by 15 inches. The rainfall 
by months for 1889 was as follows: Janu ary, 
5.38 inches; Febraary, 3.07; Maroh, 4.19; 
April, 5.90; May, 3.25; June, 2.38; July, 
9.63, which is the heaviest r ainfall ever known 
for July; August, 3.39; September, 7.43; Octo- 


ber, 2.53; November, 9.82, und December, 1.81. 
This great raintall has been marked py several 
disastrous storms and floods, that of June 1, 
which swept away Johnstown, being the most 
memorable, although in this particular neigh- 
borhood the storm of J wy 30 was more severe 
than that of | A, @ great three days’ 
storm of Sept. 9 to 11, inclusive, is not likely to 
be forgotten by those who suffered from it. 
When it is considered that the warmest Christ- 
mas ever known was followed by a thunder 
shower, it must be concluded that the weather 
bed 1889 was the most remarkable thing in all 
© year. 


The first of January is the heyday of the 
season of statistics. Here are some of them 
from the various departments of the City Gov- 


ernment, all of which go to show that the town 
has jogged along fairly well these past twelve 
mo s. 

The Department of Pablic Works expended 
$4,318,747 34. The city now receives 
000 gallons of water per day through the Croton 
Aqueduot, and 16,000,000 gallons per day from 
the Bronx River. This 1s the maximum capacity 


of supply until the new aqueduct is completed 
and brought into use. In the meantime there 
isa natural annual inorease of demand upon 
the water service, amounting to 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 gallons per day, and causing a corre- 
sponding decrease of pressure in the water 
mains. The water service has been extended 
by laying sixteen miles of additional water 
mains, making 65+ miles of distributing mains 
now in use, 

One hundred and fifty-seven thousand three 
hundred and fifty-eight square yards of pave- 
ments were laid on new up-town streets, pay- 
able by assessments on property benefited, and 
64,724 square yards of new pavements were 
laid in page of old and worn-out pavements 
under the annual repavement appropriation, 
Tne present area of paved streets on Manhattan 
Island 1s 8,181,260 aquare yards. The depart- 
ment built during the year 3, miles of sewers, 
with 35 receiving basins, and the sewer- 
stem on Manhattan Island now 

43212 miles of sewers, with 5,194 
receiving basins. There are now i 
use on the streets, parks, places, 
and bridges of the city, 23,604 gas lamps, 1,3 
electric lights, and 126 naphtha lamps. 

Since Jan. 1, 1889, the Bureau of Inoum- 
brances has removed 1,609 telegraph poles and 
about 12,600,000 lineal feet of defective, 
dangerous, or dead electric wires. Up to Dec. 1, 
1889, the department collected and paid into 
the City Treasury for water rents, &c., $2,128,- 
414; for vault permits, scower permits, &., 
$156,470. 

Interesting figures come from the Aqueduct 
Commission, together with the statement that 
“the aqueduct is now completed with the ex- 
ception of some slight repairs, and itis ex- 
pected that water will be permitted to ruo 
through it next Spring.” 

Sinoe the beginning of the work of the con- 
struction of the new aqueduct up to and includ- 
ing the lst of December, 1889, the following 
amounts have been expended:

Last Winter was unusually mild, and 
thus far this Winter there have been but a few 
days when snow has interfered with the regular 
work of the sweepers.” The total number of 
miles swept was 52,112. Of these, 25,258 of the 
sweeping was done within the territory south 
of Fourteenth-street, and this, says the abstract 
of the year’s business, ‘‘shows that all the 

aved road ways—about 125 miles—of that dis- 
rict have been ewept on the average 200 
times during the present year, and yet the 
streets 1n this very region are not a8 clean as 
one would like to see them.” The usual excuses 
are given for this state of things. 

It has been a busy yearin the Mayor’s office, 
Preparations for the centennial celebration, the 
collection of the fund for the Johnstown suf- 
terers, the World’s Fair matter, and the visit of 
the Pan-Americans have all increased the cost. 
A decrease was noticed in the complaints 
against departments.

ies, with the aid of 3863 horses, There have 

een 2,861 fires during the year, of which but 21 
have spread outside of the building in which 
the fire originated. The estimated loss an 
structures has been $1,152,694 outside of $20,- 
578,395 covered by {nsurance; on contents, 
$2,929,062; insurance, $14,123,113. The aver- 
age loss per fire was $1,451 03, or $254 26 less 
than in 1888. 

There is a marked increase in the proportion 
of fires to the number of houses, and to the 
population since 1866, the year after the or 
ganization of the present department. Thus 
the fires have increased 254 bad cent. while the 
population has increased 120 per cent. and the 
number of buildings 79 per cent. 

The Bureau of Inspection of Buildings reports 
2,628 applications for new buildings, with, an 
estimated cost of $69,296,372. is, however, 
includes 590 stands for the centennia! parade, 
costing $63,471. One thousand sixteen bun- 
dred and fifveen violations of the law have been 
reported and acted upon, and 2,790 compleints 
have been investigated. The report alsd states 
that 25 of the apparatus houses of the depart- 
ment and 146 street alarm boxes are now con- 
nected with the underground telegraph system, 
which now has 332 miles of conductors.

two persons died. though every one took the infec- 
tion, whites as well as Dlacks, the latter soon find- 
ing a new name for it, the “ break-bone febder.” 

The Tyler grippe came in hot weather and was 
quite mild also. At what season the Charleston 
epiaemic came I cannot me: byt but probably it 
was in the Fall, for when the demand for lemons 
had exhausted the supply, resort was had to the 
sour oranges, Which were then ripe.
